Ramsey Accessories Goes 

~ to New Concern Whose 
Profits Will Be Exempt 
From U.S, Income, So- 
eial Seeurity Taxes, 


A $3,500,000 deal by which Ram- 
sey Accessories Manufacturing 
Corp., piston ring plant at 3693 
Forest Park avenue, has become 
the property of New York Uni- 
versity, was made known yester- 
day. The chief effect of the trans- 
fer will be to exempt the com- 
pany’s profits from Federal in- 
come and social security taxation. 

Medlaw Corp., incorporated by 
the trustees of New York Uni- 
versity, and holding a tax-exempt 
status with the Bureau of iIn- 
ternal Revenue, has acquired the 
entire common stock issue of the 
Ramsey concern, under a con- 
tract providing that the present 
officers of the company shall con- 
tinue in charge, at their present 
salaries, until payment for the 
stock is completed. 

The Medlaw concern was organ- 
_4zed recently, with $1000 capital, 
and was licensed within the last 
few weeks to do business in Mis- 
souri. Its articles of incorpora- 
tion provide that all its income 
shall be paid to New York Uni- 
versity, and that the interest of 
fits stockholders is merely nom- 
inal. One of the incorporators 
was Arthur T. Vanderbilt of New- 
ark, N. J., former president of the 
American Bar Association. 

The Ramsey deal is similar to 
apparent tax-escaping devices 
: which ‘have been used in the case 
of several concerns in eastern 
states. The Robinson Foundation, 
incorporated in 1941, with $1000 
capital, for the stated purpose of 
conducting medical research, is 
believed to have served as a model 
in some respects for Medlaw. 

St. Louis lawyers who have fol- 
lowed the workings of the tax- 
exempt concerns explained to a’ 
Post-Dispatch reskttas yesterday 
their method of operation. The 
purchasing company makes a 
short term loan to cover the 
initial payment for the stock. As 
soon as operation of the company 
is turned over to the purchaser, 
the short-term loan is repaid from 
reserves set aside for payment of 
taxes. : 

During the first year of opera- 
tion, monies are set aside as 
usual for the fund from which the 
short-term loan payment was 
taken, which restores it to its full 
amount and permits the taxes to 
be paid on schedule, in install- 
ments. Since the company is now 
being operated on a tax-exempt 
basis, taxes are not due after the 
first year’s operation, and there is 
therefore no shortage in funds 
earmarked for taxes. Money that 
would normally be used for taxes 
can then be applied to paying off 
the remainder of the purchase 
price from the company’s own 
funds. 

When the stock has been paid 
for, the industry continues to have 
the advantage of Federal tax ex- 
emption over its competitors, and 
the profits go to the institution 
represented, in the present case 
New York University. 

It is not believed that. the 
change in ownership will affect 
city and state taxes on the Ram- 
sey plant.

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CITY TOOFFER AID 
T0 EAST SIDE OM 
SMOKE PROBLEM 


Charles J. Riley Liaison 
Man for Kaufmann— 
Will See Mayor Con- 
nors Wednesday.

Charles J. Riley, director of 
public safety, will begin a series 
of meetings this week with East 
Side city officials and representa- 
tives of railroads and industrial 
groups to offer all possible as- 


sistance by the City of St. Louis 
in the campaign to rid the metro- 
politan area of East Side smoke. 

As liaison man for the city, 
Riley will perform the field work 
for Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, 
who started the smoke abatement 
dtiveé a week ago. Riley began 
his new duties yesterday by con- 
ferring with James L, Ford Jr., 
former chairman of the Citizens’ 
Smoke Elimination Committee, 
who suggested the campaign to 
the Mayor. Ford, forced by poor 
health to resign from the smoke 
committee and other civic groups, 
has continued to interests himself 
in the fight against smoke. 

“My first duty will be to offer 
the assistance of the city to the 
East Side committies,” Riley said, 
“St. Louis wants to help its neigh- 
bors accomplish what was done so 
successfully in our city.” Riley ex- 
pects his first visit to be with 
Mayor John T. Connors of East 
St. Louis on Wednesday. 

East Side city councils and 
chambers of commerce will begin 
action this week to assist industry 
and the railroads in tackling the 
smoke problem. Smoke abatement 
will be discussed by the Madison 
City Council on Wednesday. A 
steering committee of the Tri- 
Cities Chamber of Commerce will 
meet Thursday to prepare recom- 
mendations on the smoke situa- 
tion for presentation to directors 
of the organization Jan. 8 The 
chamber represents business inter- 
ests in Granite City, Venice, Madi- 
son, Mitchell and Nameoki.

SOLDIER ABSENT FROM CAMP 


40-YEAR TERM 


. . |Senator Morse Seeks In- 


quiry Into Sentencing 
of Illinois Youth by 
Army Court-Mastial,

The case of a young Greenville 
(Ill.) soldier who is serving a 40- 
year sentence at hard labor, im- 
posed by a perfunctory Army 
court martial for absenting him- 
self from a stockade for five days, 


is under investigation by United 
States Senator Wayne L. Morse of 
Oregon. He has introduced a reso- 
lution in the Senate to investigate 
court-martial procedure and is 
prepared to submit details of the 
soldier’s plight to an investigating 
committee, 

The soldier, 21-year-old William 
Wesley Sutton, was drafted from 
high school to become a veteran 
of the Italian campaigns. Now 
confined at New Cumberland, Pa., 
he was sentenced at Villanova, 
Italy, last Jan. 21, 

His offense was that of walking 
away from a guard while gather- 
ing wood in a bombed house. He 
gave himself up five days later. 
He had been sentenced to the 
stockade for six months for being 
absent without leave for four days 
on discharge from a_ hospital 
where he was treated for a wound 
suffered in battle. 

Sutton, whose home is about 55 
miles‘ northeast of St. Louis, told 
his father, Harry E. Sutton, a 
dairy worker, that he was attempt- 
ing to rejoin his company which 
had moved on. 

Dishonorable Discharge. 

Officially, Sutton, who was in 
Co. I of the 36l1st Infantry, was 
court-martialed for desertion and 
escaping from confinement al- 
though he maintained he had 
merely absented himself without 
leave. The specification of deser- 
tion in the charge at the court 
martial states that he surrendered 
himself. Besides his sentence of 
imprisonment he received a dis- 
honorable discharge. 

Proceedings of the general 
court-martial, as reflected by the 
transcript, were extremely per- 
functory. Defense counsel made 
no argument on behalf of his 
client and asked no questions. 
Only witnesses were a lieutenant- 
in charge of the stockade area 
and the guard, 

Besides acquainting Senator 
Morse with particulars of the 
case, Sutton’s parents and friends 
have appealed to President Tru- 
man and Congressman Melvin 
Price, of East St. Louis, to re- 
duce what they regard as an ex- 
orbitant punishment. The Green- 
ville post of the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars also has interested it- 
self in the matter. 

Scant encouragement of imme- 
diate clemency has been given. 
Maj. Gen. Edward F. Witsell, act- 
ing as Adjutant-General, wrote a 
formal letter reviewing the rec- 
ord of the case and pointing out 
that the case of each general 
prisoner is reviewd annually. 
Writmg Sutton’s 19-year-old fi- 
ancee, Miss Glennie Sears, who 
had appealed to President Tru- 
man, he said: 

“When General Prisoner Sutton 
has been received at the designat- 
ed place of confinement and a 
study of his case has been com- 
pleted he will be considered for 
clemency. At that time your let- 
ter and all material pertinent to 
such a consideration will receive 
careful attention.” 

Although Sutton has been in 
confinement since last January, 
first in Italy, later at Fort Knox, 
Ky., and now in Pennsylvania, he 
has not been taken to his desig- 
nated place of confinement, at 
the United States Disciplinary 
Barracks near Stormville, N. Y. 


Two Brothers in Service. 


Even the presence of “Billy’s” 
older brothers, Harry and Arthur, 
recently discharged from the Ma- 
rines after three years in the Pa- 
cific failed to make a happy 
Christmas for the Sutton family. 
Harry was wounded at Bougain- 
ville; Arthur received word of his 
younger  brother’s plight during 
the fighting on Iwo Jima. It wor- 
ried him more than the Japs, he 
said.

Blended Whisky 


The New Year holidays will find 
plenty of blended whiskies and 
ample gin available for the cele- 
brators at home and the merry- 
makers at night clubs, restaurants, 
and parties but those with lean- 
ings toward bottled-in-bond bour- 
bon or scotch whisky will prob- 
ably have to be satisfied with buy- 
ing it by the drink, a survey by 
the Post-Dispatch disclosed. 

Leading liquor dealers estimate 
that the bottled-in-bond bourbon 
available in the St. Louis area 
amounts to only about 5 per cent 
of the total whiskies on the mar- 
ket. Scotch is in even smaller 
supply and only a few will be able 
to get either item at the regular 
ceiling prices at reputable stores. 
Most bonded bourbon and scotch 
is being reserved for bar service 
in taverns and clubs. 

Liquor dealers said bonded bour- 
bon and scotch would be hard to 
get for four years, and they were 
trying hard to sell the public on 


blends. 
The story going the rounds of 


St. Louis bars and night clubs, as 
the bonded shortage becomes more 
acute, is that there “are two ware- 
housés in St. Louis bulging with 
bonded whisky being held for 
higher prices when the OPA goes 
out of existence.” This was punc- 
tured yesterday when a reporter 
found that the warehouses were 
in Kentucky and that even if the 
half-million cases were released, 
St. Louis drinkers would receive 
only a fraction of the whisky. 

Some bonded whisky has found 
Its way to unscrupulous black 
market dealers who are using the 
shortage to their pocketbook’s ad- 
vantage. 

A liquor dealer or private citi- 
zen seeking bonded whisky is 
contacted by a salesman who of- 
fers a number of cases but stipu- 
lates he will have to sell it by 
the drink,’ At 30 or 40 cents a 
drink a case will bring from $8 
to $10 a bottle or around $90 to 
$100 a case, or more than double 
its ceiling price. 

Scotch is almost invariably 
tagged by these dealers at $10 a 
bottle.

NUERNBERG, Dec. 29 (AP)— 
Adolf Hitler married his mistress, 
Eva Braun, on April 29 as Russian 
shells rained on their Reichs- 
chancellery bunker, and dictated a 
private will declaring that “my- 
self and my wife choose death to 
escape the disgrace of being forced 
to resign or surrender,” United 
States Third Army headquarters 
disclosed tonight. 

The original copies of the mar- 
riage contract, the private will and 
a “political testament” designating 
a new cabinet to carry on the war 
—all dated April 29, 1945 — were 


discovered in a suitcase by Third 
Army intelligence agents. 

To the very last, the political 
testament disclosed, Hitler blamed 
“international Jewry” for’ the 
world conflagration, and called 
down upon “international Jewry 
and its assistants” the hatred of 
the German people for centuries. 


Messenger Arrested, 


British counter - intelligence 
agents announced the arrest of the 
man to whom the documents had 
been entrusted — Friederich Wil- 
helm Paustin, identified as adju- 
tant to Hitler’s missing deputy, 
Martin Bormann. 

It was learned that Paustin, 
delegated by Bormann to deliver 
the two testaments to Adm. Karl 
Doenitz, successfully concealed 
himself as a German soldier in an 
American prisoner of war hospital 
and camp, and was released with- 
out anyone suspecting his identity. 

A British counter-intelligence 
fagent visited Third Army head- 
quarters Dec. 26 and gave the 
American counter - intelligence 
corps the tip that Paustin had 
been hiding in the area under the 
alias of Zander. It had been known 
that Paustin had left Berlin im- 
mediately before the Russian cap- 
ture of the city, and that he was 
carrying a number of documents 
relating to the last days of the 
Nazi regime. 

Ordered Cremation. 

Hitler, in what he described as 
“my private will,” expressed the 
desire that he and Eva be cre- 
mated “immediately, at the place 
I have done the greatest part of 
my works during the 12 years of 
service to my people.” 

He referred, apparently, to the 
Reichschancellery, where he is be- 
lieved to have spent his last hours. 

Hitler stated that he had “en- 
joyed many years of true friend- 
ship” with his mistress.

SHARP INCREASE IN DEMAND 


Seasonal Illness Is Factor in Sup- 
ply, CPA Says in Order 
Effective Jan. 1. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP)— 
The civilian Production Adminis- 
tration today ordered restoration 
of allocation controls over peni- 
cillin, effective Jan. 1, because of 
a sharp increase in demand for 
the drug. One factor in the up- 
surge of demand is the seasonal 
increase in illness throughout the 

country, CPA said. 

The agency said that by alloca- 
tion of penicillin it expects to in- 
sure fulfillment of increased needs 
of the Army, Navy, Veterans Ad- 
ministration, the Public Health 
Service, as well as to channel ad- 
ditional supplies to other domestic 
consumers. 

The new allocation regulation is 
similar to an order revoked last 
Aug. 31. Penicillin will be allo- 
cated by producers. Consumers 
will not file applications with 
CPA, but will procure the drug 
from suppliers in usual manner.

Sailing Plans for Yanks’ Wives 


Last Safety Pin’

LONDON, Dec. 29 (AP)—Plans 


for free transportation of wives 
and children of American sol- 


diers to the United States are 
“complete to the last safety pin,” 
and the first group already has 
been alerted to “travel on very 
short notice,” United Kingdom 
base headquarters said tonight. 

The announcement, following 
closely President Truman's sign- 
ing of legislation to speed entry 
of wives into the states, said the 
first group of approximately 1200 
was expected to sail by the end 
of January. Under the legisla- 
tion, the wives no longer need 
visas or petitions for non-quota 
entry into the United States. 

The Army said 26,866 wives and 
children had been processed up 
to Dec. 20. They will pass through 
the United States Army port at 
Southampton, where three recep- 
tion areas, patterned after Army 
recreation centers, are being 
set up. 

Eight to 10 passenger MVners 


and several Army hospital ships 


f 


will be used. None of the ships 
scheduled for redeployment of 
servicement is to be used for the 
wives, and “every soldier’ will 
continue to go home when his 
time comes,” the transportation 
corps said, adding that “with re- 
deployment nearly completed we 
are now able to release certain 


ships for te return of depend- 


’ 


ents.” 

The Army will instruct the 
wives on how much baby food to 
prepare in advance, whom to con- 
sult on finances and on how to 
pack their baggage. Packing and 
crating of baby buggies, cots and | 
other effects will be arranged in 
the reception areas. 

First to go will be 400 “Prior-. 
ity One” wives with husbands in 
hospitals in the states. They will 
be followed by 9500 Priority Twos 
with husbands in the states, 8500 
Priority Threes with husbands on | 
order to go home, and 8500 Prior- 
ity Fours in any other category.

Walter P. Reuther, UAW vice

Reuther asserted that, if the 
fact-finding boaru’s recommenda- 
tions are based on the “arithme- 
tie of the case”"—which the union 
asserts should include profits and 
ability to pay—the President and 
the nation “will insist that the

This fight is for keeps.” 
| Sloan and Wilson said General 
Motors would not participate in 
what appeared to be the ultimate 
end of fact-finding—‘“a regimented 
economy.” 

“If this is what the American 
people want,” they said, “they 
must make that choice through 
their accredited representatives in 
Congress. General Motors de 
clines for itself to take such a 
great responsibility.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP)— 
United States military representa- 
tives will confer with military men 
of Russia, Britain, France and 
China in London early next month 
on the projected United Nations 
armed force to preserve peace, 
the State Department announced 
today, 

The American delegation will in- 
clude Gen. George C. Kenney, 
commander of the Pacific Air 
Forces; Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridg- 
way, deputy supreme commander 
in the Mediterranean theater, and 
Adm. Richmond Kelley Turner of 
the Navy General Board, and 
other officers. 

The Big Five military delega- 
tionsa the State Department dis- 
closed, will be joined in their con- 
ferences by delegations represent- 
ing the six non-permanent mem- 
bers of the United Nations Secur- 
ity Council when they have been 
selected. 

Under the United Nations char- 
ter, the military staff committee 
of the Security Council is author- 
ized to assist the Security Council 
on all questions relating to mili- 
tary requirements for the mainte- 
nance of peace and security, the 
employment and command of 
forces placed at its disposal, reg- 
ulations of armament and possible 
disarmament. 

It is thought that the Security 
Council will ask the.military men 
soon to estimate at what strength 
the U.N.O. peace preservation 
force should be maintained. 

A dispatch from London said 
diplomats there were agreed that 
the five big powers would furnish 
the bulk of the new international 
force, both in men and equip- 
ment. 

It has been suggested in some 
quarters that a special atomic 
bomb air force be placed at the 
Security Council’s disposal.

It came back by way of 
Naples, Casablanca, the Azor « 
and Newfoundland. 

Byrnes said he would hold a 
news conference as soon as pos- 
sible, but he was looking first 
for a bit of rest and a chance 
to clean up. 

“You fellows have had your 
Christmas and I haven't,” he told 
reporters. “I want to take off 
this suit I have been wearing for 
more than two weeks and get a 
haircut and do a lot of other 
things.” 

So he went to his apartment be- 
fore going to his office in the 
State Department. 

His wife met him at the air- 
port. So did an applauding crowd 
which included Under Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson and Britain's 
ambassador, the Earl of Halifax, 
and numerous top State Depart- 
ment and Government officials. 
Apparently nobody was there 
from the Russian embassy, how- 
ever.

Text of Union and G.M.C. Statements 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP). 
EXT of @ statement issued 

T tonight by Walter P. Reuther, 

vice president of United Auto 

Workers, in connection with the 
wage dispute with General Mo 
tors: 

The Président’s fact finding 
board will shortly report its find- 
ings and recommendations in the 
UAW-CI10-General Motors wage 
dispute to President Truman. If 
those findings and recommenda- 
tions are based upon the arith- 
metic of the case, and if the 
President and the American peo- 
ple will insist that the Wall Street 
managers of General Motors Cor- 
poration honestly negotiate an 
agreement based on the economic 
facts in the case, General Motors 
workers and the American peo- 
ple will be spared a winter of in- 
dustrial war that may spread to 
all of American industry. 

We are encouraged by the fact 
that the corporation’s attempt to 
dictate the terms of the investiga- 
tion and its arrogant departure 
from the hearings have not 
swerved nor slowed down the 
work of the President's fact find- 
ing board. 

We hope that the board will 
complete its task next week and 
that the President may move 
swiftly to —., the American 
people with the board’s findings 
and recommendations, This strike 
is costing the corporation little in 
money but much in public confi- 
dence and respect. The corpora- 
tion is falling further and further 
behind in the make-ready race for 
mass production in 1946. Natur- 
ally, General Motors workers want 
the strike ended at the earliest 
possible date, both because they 
want to get back to work and be- 
cause they want the great General 
Motors productive machine to be 
turning out goods next year along 
with the other units in the auto- 
mobile industry. 

Stands Pat on 30 Per Cent. 

But the General Motors work- 
ers, who have already sacrificed 
so much in this strike, will not ac- 
cept less than the 30 per cent in- 
crease in wage rates needed to 
maintain take-home pay, except 
and to the extent that the eco- 
homic facts may show that Gen- 
eral Motors cannot pay that in- 
crease without increasing prices 
to the consumers. 

We agree with the spokesmen 
for the Wall Street officials of 
General Motors who are sacrific- 
ing the corporation’s production- 
operating policies to their own fi- 
nancial policies that the deter- 
mination of this dispute will large- 
ly determine the future of the 
nation’s economy. In this wage 
dispute, we are fighting with all 
the determination and sincerity 
we possess for the winning of the 
peace here on the home front. 
The Wall Street lawyers who have

Better Standard of Living. 

General Motors workers are de- 
termined not only that they shall 
not be pushed further down the 
treadmill by reduced take-home 
pay, but that the national welfare 
and their own security and op- 
portunity shall be promoted ‘by 
maintenance of take-home pay as 
the first step forward toward the 
achievement of a standard of liv- 
ing 50 per cent better than we 
have ever had before, 

The workers’ demands to main- 
tain take-home pay, keep prices 
down and thereby maintain and 
increase purchasing power are 
geared to the welfare of the whole 
community, the needs of the 
whole nation. 

We refuse to operate as an eco- 
nomic pressure group attempting 
to make progress at the expense 
of the community. We want to 
— progress with the commun- 

y. 

It is this realistic and construc- 
tive vizv. of the wage-price-profit 
relatio..ship which General Mo- 
tors spokesman hysterically call 
“revolution.” 

If General Motors’ rehash today 
of Walter Gordon Merritt's speech 
yesterday before the President’s 
fact finding board represented the 
thinking of all American busi- 
ness, then we would have to say, 
God help the American people. 

War ve ‘ans and the common 
people could write off their war- 
time sacrifices as bad investments 
and kiss goodby to the promises 
of the four freedoms—full employ- 
ment, full production and full 
consum tion, 

‘Socially Backward Thinking.’ 

There is expressed again—and 
undoubtedly will be reproduced in 
expensive advertising throughout 
the uation, the socially backwa.d 
thinking of the Wall street wing 
—as opposed to the production 
wing—of General Motors’ manage- 
ment. It amounts to another in- 
stance of the failure of big busi- 
ness to meet its social responsi- 
bil. ties. 

Free enterprise cannot for long 
remain either free or enterpris- 
ing under such leadership and 
such thinking, the kind of reck- 
less, irresponsible, buccaneering 
thinking that led us into the de- 
pression of the thirties and World 
War II.

EXT of a statement by Alfred 
T P, Sloan Jr., chairman of Gen- 

eral Motors, and C. E. Wilson, 
president, setting forth issues in- 
volved in refusal of General Mo- 
tors to participate further in pro 
ceedings of the government fact- 
finding board, follows: 

General Motors has faced what 
it believes to be a hignly critical 
issue, It has made i‘s decision. 
It is important that the public 
understand the issue. The issue 
at stake transcends the interests 
of General Motors. There ig in- 
volved something far more con- 
sequential—a most vital principle. 

Is American business in the fu- 
ture, as in the past, to be conduct- 
ed as a competitive system? Or 
is the determination of the essen- 
tial economic factors such as 
costs, prices, profits, etc., upon 
which business success and prog- 
ress depend, to be made political- 
ly by some governmental agency 
instead of by the management ap- 
pointed by the owners of the busi- 
ness for that purpose? 


America is at the crossroads. 
It must preserve the freedom of 
each unit of American business 
to determine its own destinies. Or 
it must transfer to some govern- 
mental bureaucracy or agency, or 
to a union, the responsibility of 
management that hag been the 
very keystone of American busi- 
ness, Shall this responsibilty be 
sur.endered? That is the decision 
the American people face. Amer- 
ica must choose! 

A Regimented Economy. 

General Motors has made its 
choice. It refuses to subscribe to 
what it believes wili ultimately 
become, through the process of 
evolution, the death of the Ameri- 
can system of competitive enter- 
prise. It will not participate vol- 
untarily in what stands out crys- 
tal clear at the end of the road 
—a regimented economy. If this 
is what the American people 
want, they must make that choice 
through their accredited repre- 
sentatives in Congress. General 
Motors declines for itself to take 
such a great responsibility. 

If may be said that this fs an 
exaggeration. It is not! All busi- 
ness questions are inter-related. 
Costs, prices, wages, profits, 
schedules, investments must be 
the responsibility of management. 
Political determination of such 
relationships means regimenta- 
tion. 

The idea of ability to pay, what- 
ever its validity may be, is not 
applicable to an individual busi-

for raising its wages beyond the 
going rate. 

Consider the implications of 
such a principle. Who would risk 
money to develop or expand a 
business under such  circum- 
stances? Where would be the in- 
centive to do a more efficient job? 
Would it be intelligent to destroy 
the incentive for efficiency? 
Would it not be more inteligent 
to subscribe to the principle that 
no one should be forced to pay 
more than the going rate? Should 
General Motors, assuming it is 
more efficient, be required to pay 
more for materials, for transpor- 
tation, for services or for wages 
than its competition? And_ how 
much more determined by a polit- 
ical government agency? 

Do you subscribe to the belief 
that you should pay for what you 
buy or the gervices you use on the 
basis of your financial resources? 
It is clear that this is the prin- 
ciple involved. 

Functions of Management. 

The President of the United 
States has appointed a fact-find- 
ing board to inquire into the cir- 
cumstances involved in the de- 
mands of the UAW-CIO upon Gen- 
eral Motors and to make recom- 
mendations related thereto. Gen- 
eral Motors stood ready to supply 
the board with all necessary data 
regarding wage rates, employes’ 
earnings, hours of employment, 
and all other relevant information 
regarding wages and employment. 
However, the board has ruled that 
General Motors’ ability to pay will 
be considered as a factor in de- 
termining an increase in wages. 
This would require an appraisal 
of costs, prices, prospective vol- 
ume of business, investment fac- 
tors, expenses and the entire for- 
ward operating program of the 
business. Thus the board would 
assume the most vital functions 
of management. 

General Motors is not contend- 
ing that it has or has not the 
ability to pay. It always has 
paid liberal wages. It has at- 
tempted through protracted col- 
lective bargaining sessions to de- 
termine what is fair and equit- 
able today. It has made a fair 
and liberal offer to the union. 

Notwithstanding the importance 
of re-establishing employment and 
resuming production at the 
earliest possible moment, the 
above reasons have made it im- 
possible for General Motors to 
participate in the proceedings of 
the board under the procedure 
as now established, and it has 
therefore withdrawn from the 
hearings. It takes that position 
with great regret. But it does so 
in the sincere belief that this 
action is in the long-term interest 
of employes, consumers, investors 
and of the public as well—and of 
higher standards for all.

FORGE IN GHINA 
WEDEMEYER SAYS 


General Asserts Plans 
May Require More 
Troops to Aid in Mov- 
ing Chinese.

SHANGHAI, Dec, 29 (AP)-—Lt. 
Gen, Albert C. Wedemeyer said to- 
day that plans were under con- 
sideration for the moving of ad- 
ditional Chinese Central Govern- 
ment troops into Manchuria, and 
that more United States Army 
troops would be needed to aid in 
the transfer. 

The commander of United 
States forces in China told a press 
conference the American troops 
would be needed to supervise de- 
barkation, handle supply prob- 
lems and give other aid in line 
with America’s broadened China 
policy. 

This meant, Wedemeyer contin- 
ued, that American Army person- 
nel in China should be built up 
to 12,000 to 15,000 men even 
though it would require bringing 
in 3000 to 4000 more troops from 
the States or elsewhere. 

These would be in. addition to 
the estimated total of 50,000 ma- 
rines now guarding a number of 
ports, cities and railways in north 
China along the route to Man- 
churia. 

National Troops already hold 
one southern Manchuria port for 
seaborne landings, Hulutao, and 
last were reported at the outskirts 
of another, Yingkow, to the south- 
east. 

Reports on Mukden. 


Associated Press Correspondent 
Spencer Davis said in a dispatch 
from Peiping that the Chinese- 
appointed mayor of Mukden— 
Manchuria’s greatest city—had be- 
gun taking over the administra- 
tion there in the name of General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

Davis said no National troops 
had entered Mukden, but that 
Russian authorities were reported 
to have sent them a note of wel- 
come and were arranging for 
their formal entry into the city. 


A Central News Agency dis- 
patch said 15 distriet governments 
of Liaoning, westernmost province 
in Manchuria, had reported to the 
new provincial headquarters at 
Chinhsien, ready to take up their 


duties. 

Other Central Government ad- 
ministrators were in Chinhsien 
waiting to follow Chinese troops 
into Jehol, the next province to 
the west, from which the Russians 
announced yesterday they had 
withdrawn.

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PRIORITIES OF 100 
CLOTHING MAKERS 


Agency Says They Mis- 
used Quotas and Ham- 
pered Low-Cost Gar- 
ment Program, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP)— 
The Civilian Production Adminis- 
tration today took action against 
more than 100 yarment firms 
which the agency said were “ham- 
pering the low-cost clothing pro- 


gram.” ' 

CPA, asserting that these manu- 
facturers located from coast to 
coast were “misusing priorities,” 
temporarily suspended their right 
to any priority ratings for the pur- 
chase of textiles. It added that 
the suspension order would remain 
in effect “pending completion of 
an investigation and a hearing.” 

CPA pointed out that manufac- 
turers participating in the low- 
cost clothing program agreed to 
abide by certain quality and sales 
price ceilings. 

The ‘agency said investigations 
by its compliance division had dis- 
closed that the suspended manw 
facturers had “kited” their ratings 
by from 50 to as much as 400 per 
cent. 

This means, a CPA spokesman 
said, that they obtained more ma- 
terials, in some cases, than they 
were authorized to accept. 

“This practice,” CPA _ said, 
“would tend to upset the carefully 
computed balance by which the 
agency is channeling fabrics for 
the production of much needed 
low-cost clothing to the public.” 

Manufacturers are permitted to 
obtain through priorities a cer- 
tain percentage of materials they 
used in a base period year, usual- 
ly 1941. 

Manufacturers covered by the 
suspension were directed by 
telegram to cancel immediately 
all outstanding rated textile orders 
for fabrics in excess of those au- 
thorized for the current quarter 
of this year. They were further 
directed to place no rated orders 
for textiles during the first three 
months of next year unless spe- 
cifically authorized by CPA to 
do so. 

The agency said that, due to the 
tight supply of materials suitable 
for low- and medium-priced 
clothing, manufacturers who have 
violated rating regulations “will 
be hard pressed to get any tex- 
tiles without ratings.” 

Any cases which reveal willful 
violations will be referred to the 
Department of Justice for crim- 
inal action, CPA said, adding that 
“some cases are already in prep- 
aration.”

The department postponed the 
release date until Jan. 5 and prom: 
ised to issue simultaneously any 
statement submitted in the mean- 
time by Reuters. 

The protest of the British news 
agency was made in a letter by 
its Washington bureau chief, Pau! 
Scott Rankine, who said he had 
been instructed to do so by Chris- 
topher Chancellor, general man- 
ager of Reuters, Ltd. 

Rankine’s letter said he had 
been instructed “to launch the 
strongest possible protest with you 
at a number of false statements 
regarding the activities of Reut- 
ers Ltd.,” which he said were con- 
tained in the MacMahon booklet. 
He added: 

“We regard ...some of the... 
references to Reuters as libelous 
and utterly untrue and we reserve 
full rights regarding future action 
following the publication of the 
booklet in its present form.”

Community facilities to help 
war veterans meet the problems 
involved in returning to civilian 
life were being mobilized yester- 
day around St. Louis’ new one- 
stop community service center for 
veterans in the Civil Courts build- 
ing. 

Plans for an immediate com- 
munity-wide survey of job .oppor- 
tunities for veterans were an- 


nounced by John J. Griffin, presi- 
dent of the board of directors op- 
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and Matrons’ Union, at yes- 


erating the new center. 

United States Employment Serv- 
ice officials announced they had 
placed the ,first veteran in a job 
directly from the center. 

More agencies moved into the 
center or announced plans for 
moving in this week. By the end 
of the week, it appeared, it will be 
in fact a “one-stop center,” with 
the possible exception of the 
United States Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration out-patient clinic. 


Clinic Not Moved. 


Maj. Gen. Paul R. Hawley, sur- 
geon general of the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration, is on record as de- 
claring that the clinic “definitely 
belongs” in the new center. The 
clinic, however, has not been 
moved from the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration hospital, and wounded 
veterans must still make the 13- 
mile trip to the hospital at Jeffer- 
son Barracks for treatment. Au- 
thorization to move the clinic 
downtown was given the Veterans’ 
Administration office in St. Louis 
last April 1. ; 


Griffin said he will call a meet- 
ing of the veterans’ advisory com- 
mittee of the United States Em- 
ployment Service this week to 
seek volunteers to make a job sur- 
vey, so that every opportunity 
open to veterans in the St. Louis 
area may be made available at the 
veterans’ center, : 


“Getting the veteran placed in 
the right job,”: Griffin said, “is 
everybody’s* business. We feel 
there are many jobs in small busi- 
nesses, in outlying neighborhoods 
especially, that are not now listed 
with the USES.” 


Volunteers Needed. 


The job survey planned under 
the direction of the USES, Grif- 
fin said, will have to be conduct- 
ed by the volunteers, because funds 
are not available for paid 
workers to perform this task. He 
said, however, that he will ask 
the veterans’ advisory committee 
to call on a number of civic 
groups to co-operate in making 
the survey. Volunteers, Griffin 
said, will visit every business 
house in the area, if possible, and 
find all the job opportunities 
available for veterans. The "'SES 
already has conducted a gmall- 
scale “sample survey,” he said 
and a. found that there are 
™m..oy job opportunities not li 
in USES files. Se 

Griffin said that a similar sur- 
vey of housing opportunities should 
be made without delay. Plans for 
such a survey were announced 
previously by the Citizens’ Emer- 
gency Housing Committee, but 
mone has been made yet. 

Griffin suggested that block 
wardens who formerly served with 
the Office of Civilian Defense 
might well be called together in 
a meeting, given specific instruc- 
tions, then sent out to conduct 
the housing survey. 

“I am sure these men would be 
willing to do this job for the 
benefit of returning veterans,” 
Griffin said. “I am not trying to 
tel] the Citizens’ Committee what 
they should do,” he added, “but 
we must get moving on jobs and 
housing both.” 


Direct USES Lines. 


Two direct telephone lines were 
installed yesterday between the 
mew center and the main USES 
offices at 410 North Broadway. 
This enables USES interviewers 
to call their offices and obtain in- 
formation from the files there 
about job opportunities, saving 
veterans a trip to the main office. 

The first veteran sent directly 
from the new center to a _ job 
opening yesterday was Roy Schles- 
inger, 10328 Breckenridge avenue, 
Overland, a former infantry cor- 
poral holding the Purple Heart 
Medal for wounds suffered in ac- 
tion in Germany. Schlesinger, 27 
years old, obtained a job in which 
he will learn to be a mechanic in 
the manufacture of refrigerators.

Meanwhile, information about 
new housing found by the Citi- 
zens’ Committee for veterans, al- 
ready is available at the new cen- 
ter.

BE ARBITRATED 


Union Votes Authoriza- 
tion for Strike of Non- 
Teaching Employes 
Seeking Rise, 


The possibility of arbitrating the 
Wage demands of the AFL St. 
Louis Public School Custodians 
and Matrons’ Union was advanced 
yesterday by President Herbert O. 
Winterer of the Board of Educa- 
tion after the union voted authori- 
zation for a strike unless its de- 
mands were met. 

The union igs demanding an aver- 
age $20 per month increase in 
basic wages of custodians and a 
reduction from five to three years 
in the time when matrons become 


eligible for maximum pay of $125 
per month, 

Meeting at 460 North Sarah 
street yesterday, the union voted 
in favor of the strike authoriza- 
tion by 289 to 9 but set no date 
for the strike if called. The ex- 
ecutive committee will meet next 
week and decide what further ac- 
tion it will take at that time, Har- 
ry C. Thuner, business agent of 
the union, said. 

Winterer said, “I am 100 per 
cent back of Mr. Sullivan (Joseph 
P, Sullivan, building commissioner 
of the public schools, who original- 
ly advised rejection of the union 
demands) but I feel it would be a 
calamity to have to close the 
schools as we would be forced to 
do if the strike should materialize. 

“Before we let the men and 
women go out I would rather see 
the board agree to arbitration of 
the issues, if that be legally pos- 
sible. Speaking for myself alone 
as a member of the board, I would 
be glad to abide by an arbitrator's 
decision although there is some 
legal question as to whether this 
could be done.” 

Thuner emphasized that it is the 
increase in the basic wage that 
the union is fighting for as mem- 
bers are fearful the 10 per cent 
wartime salary increase granted 
by the board some time ago might 
be canceled at the end of the 
school year next June. 
no intimation had been received 
from the board to that effect but 
he thought it a possible step now 
that the war is over. 

The building committee of the 
board declined to approve the 
union demands several months 
ago. The same committee, with 
new personnel appointed by Presi- 
dent Winterer on his accession to 
the office, again rejected the wage 
increase last month.

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MAYOR DECIDES 
AGAINST SPECIAL 
TIOUSING SESSION 


Says Relaxation of Zon- 

ing Laws Would Be 
Open to Challenge if 
Aldermen Met Early. 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann yes- 
terday decided against calling a 
special session of the Board of 
Aldermen to speed action on a 
bill to 1elax provisions of the 
zoning ordinance, 


The bill, which would permit 
owners of homes in areas zoned 
for single-family residences to 
take in roomers and boarders, 
has been recommended by the 
Mayor’s Emergency Housing Com- 
mittee as a Means of alleviating 
the acute shortage of homes in 
metropolitan St. Louis. 

The bill was introduced Dec. 
24, before the aldermen recessed 
until Jan. 11 for the holiday sea- 
son. Special meetings which had 
been proposed to speed the legis- 
lation were abandoned when sev- 
eral aldermen said they would be 
out of town. Since then, veter- 
ans’ groups have urged the Mayor 
to call a special session of the 
Board to consider the legislation. 

Members of the St. Louis Vet- 
erans’ Committee on Housing and 
Jobs picketed City Hall Friday and 
urged the Mayor to call the spe- 
cial session. 

Legal Question Raised. 


In announcing his decision to let 
the matter wait until the board re- 
convenes, the Mayor said he would 
ask the board to make the legisla- 
tion its foremost business, 

He said he reached the decision 
after conferring with Associate 
City Counselor Oliver Senti on the 
legal effect of handling in a spe- 
cial session legislation which had 
been introduced into a regular ses- 
sion of the board. 

While it was agreed, the Mayor 
stated, that such legislation prob- 
ably would be legal, it would also 
|'provide the basis for numerous 
‘suits by opponents who could de- 
ay the effective date of the ordi- 
nance. 

Only a maximum of eight days 
‘can be saved by calling a special 
session before Jan. 11, the Mayor 
said. “I do not believe that this 
small gain in time justifies calling 
a special session and furnish addi- 
tional ammunition to those who 
oppose any changes in the zoning 
law,” he explained. 

Veterans Criticize Delay. 

The Mayor's announcement 
brought an immediate response 
from the Veterans’ Committee 
which called the action “addition- 
al evidence of the refusal of our 
elected officials to face the press- 
ing problems of our former fight- 
ing men.” 

George Londa, chairman of the 
committee, said the committee 
was disappointed in the Mayor’s 
action. “Since our return to ci-

‘Doctor’ Out of Vogue Since

Took Office. 


Faculty members at Washington 
University, who used to call each 
other “Doctor” at every opportu- 
nity, have been using “Mister” 
lately, since word got around that 
Chancellor Arthur H, Compton, 
who took office in September, 
didn’t care much for fancy titles 
for everyday use. 

Chancellor Compton, himself not 
lacking in academic honors, con- 
firmed to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er that he had encouraged use of 
“Mister.”

WIDOW OF LOUIS MANZ SUES 
FIREMEN’S RETIREMENT SETUP 


Suit was filed in Circuit Court 
yesterday by Mrs. Philippine 
Manz, 4422A Lee avenue, against 
the Firemen’s Retirement System 
of St. Louis to determine whether 
she is entitled to a pension as the 
widow of Louis A. Manz, a cap- 
tain of the Fire Department, who 
died last July 4. He had retired 
Oct. 1, 1944, at the age of 73, after 
40 years’ service as a fireman, and 
received a pension of $50 a month. 

Mrs. Manz’s lawyer, Aubrey B. 
Hamlton, said the trustees of the 
retirement system have refused to 
continue a pension payment to the 
widow, holding that a change 
made two years ago by the Legis- 
lature in the pension law excludes 
her. Hamilton said he was a mem- 
ber of the Legislature at that time 
and the trustees’ interpretation 
does not express the intent of the 
lawmaking body. 

The suit alleges that Manz’s 
death was due to a head injury 
suffered when he was going to a 
fire Feb. 2, 1942. If the court finds 
the injury was the cause of death, 
the widow is entitled to a pension 
of $107.50 a month, the suit alleges.

A drop of nearly 30 per cent 
from the wartime peak of em- 
ployment in manufacturing indus- 
tries in Missouri occurred by last 
September, the United States De- 
partment of Labor reported yes- 
terday.

Modernization of power produc- 
tion equipment at the Terminal 
shops in Brooklyn, now under con- 
sideration, is designed to elimi- 
nate black smoke, Watson in- 
formed the Mayor. In conclusion, 
Watson invited discussion of 
smoke control “in the largest sin- 
gle railroad terminal system in 
the world.”

WALLACE SAYS 
NATION WANTS 10 
GET MVA JOB DONE 


Ready to Finish St, Law- 
rence Waterway and 
Full Employment 
Tasks, Too, He Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP)— 
Secretary of Commerce Wallace 
declared tonight that Americans 
“who have met the terrible chal- 
lenges of this war will not believe 
that any constructive peace-time 
task cannot be accomplished.” 

“They are ready and anxious,” 
he said in an address at the 
Omega Psi Phi fraternity’s national 
convention at Howard University, 
“to get the job done on the St. 
Lawrence waterway, the Missouri 


Valley Authority, and a real full 
employment bill.” 

“They believe in world peace,” 
he continued, “and hold those 
treasonable ,.who say: ‘We must 
fight Russia” or some other coun- 
try. The people of the United 
States wish to promote peace by 
international control of the atomic 
bomb, and promote an age of 
abundance by speeding the use of 
atomic energy, under strict gov- 
ernmental control, 

Against Private Armies. 

“For we are against private 
armies, private arsenals, and un- 
regulated use of atomic materials. 
We can play our part in a new era, 
in which the energy of the atom 
will work, not for man’s destruc- 
tion but for his great good.” 

Wallace declared that “the fight 
against planners of World War III 
is on.” | 

“The battle against bigotry, op- 
pression, and greed is our battle,” 
he said. 

“Tt will not be won. until all 
of the people of America are 
given an opportunity to secure 
education, proper food and medi- 
cal care, until they are well 
housed, until our sons’ farms are 
more fertile than their fathers’, 
until race riots are ugly legends 
of a distant past, until every man 
who wants a job can get a 
job and a chance to advance in 
the world.” 

In the postwar United States, 
he said,

“There are demagogues here 
seeking to convince the ignorant 
that there is a pure race in 
America — that all other races 
must be kept subservient to a 
mythical master race.”

U.S. MOVES TO HALT

SHANGHAT, Dec. 29 (AP)—The 
United States Army is setting up 
its own night police court for 
quick punishment of “anti-Soviet” 
rowdyism and traffic violations in 
Shanghai. 

Lt. Gen. Albert €. Wedemeyer, 
United States commander in China, 
said that reports of “anti-Soviet 
rowdyism” had reached him, and 
that thorough investigations were 
being made with a view to stamp- 
ing out such activity immediately. 

Russian newspapers in Shanghai 
have reported American officers 
struck a civilian who wore a red 
star in his buttonhole, and toré 
down a Soviet flag from a Russian 
shop. 

Wedemeyer said he was certain 
that if such reports were true, the 
actions had “no political connota- 
tion.” 

The Army has been seriously 
concerned with traffic violations 
since an Army truck, whose driver 
still has not been identified, killed 
four Chinese Dec. 9.

SPAIN DECLARES 
IT WONT STAND 
FOR INTERVENTION 


Nation Ready to Isolate 
Itself, Council Asserts 
— Smear Campaign 


Charged. 


MADRID, Dec. 29 (AP) — The 
Spanish government charged to- 
day that Communists were re- 
sponsible for a “campaign of de- 
famation” against Spain, and de- 
clared that the nation would not 


tolerate” interference of the for- 
eigner in its internal affairs.” 


The statement was issued after 
a cabinet meeting presided over 
by Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco. 

“Spain does not accept the role 
frequently attributed to it of be- 
ing a lightning rod to draw off in- 
ternal storms of other countries,” 
the statement said. “Spain con- 
siders that campaigns of this sort 
injure the sovereign rights of in- 
dependent peoples. 

“Spain, finally. will:maintain its 
rights and is ready to isolate it- 
self from whoever maintains such 


tional relations between peoples.” 
The statement struck out bit- 
terly at Mexico, but in the main 
it appeared to have been directed 
at a recent move initiated by the 
French, seeking simultaneous rup- 
ure of relations with the Franco 
government by the United States, 
Britain and France. 

“At the end of our war of lib- 
eration al! countries of the uni- 
verse hurried to recognize the new 
Spanish state and its regime, with 
the sole exception two — Russia, 
which since the 1918 revolution 
never had relations with Spain, 
and Mexico, of which the Spanish 
government required as a pre- 
requisite the return of treasure 
despoiled by the Reds, which was 
brought to that country and taken 
in custody by the Mexican govern- 
ment.”

17 MIDWEST STATES TO GET 
142,09 BLOOD PLASMA UNITS 


Surplus blood * ehhdbee, turned 
back to the American Red Cross 
by the armed forces in the 
amount of 142,091 units, a three 
months’ supply, has been assigned 
to the 17-state midwestern area 
with headquarters in St. Louis, it 
was announced yesterday by Dr. 
Raymond F. Barnes, director of 
medical and health services for 
the area, 

Distribution of the plasma by 
the Red Cross is part of its new 
civilian blood donor program. The 
units, in 500 and 300 cc, quanti- 
ties, will be distributed to the 
states of this area accoraing to 
the estimated number of *“acute” 
hospital beds and number of at- 
tending physicians. 


Dr. Barnes said the turning 
back of the surplus plasina sup- 
ply should give health agencies, 
physicians and hospitals a good 
start toward the setting up of 
permanent civilian blood donor 
programs. Sueh programs § are 
now in operation in seven states, 
including Texas and Iowa. 

“Every physician in the 17 states 
of the midwestern Red Cross area 
will have a unit of plasma in his 
medical bag,” Dr. Barnes said, “It 
is our hope that this life-saving 
agent, used with such spectacular 
results during the war, will be 
made available to civilian. through 
civilian blood banks.” 

Two hundred and fifty thousand 
units of plasma already have been 
allocated to veterans administra- 
tion hospitals, he said. This is a 
five years’ supply.

Marriage Contract Found

“The persons mentioned under 
one and two state they are of pure 
Aryan descent and that they are 
not infected with inheritable dis- 
eases which would exclude them 
from marriage. Considering the 
war situation and the special cir- 
cumstances, they apply for mar- 
riage under special wartime laws. 

“They also ask to accept an oral 
vublication of the banns and to 
disregard all legal delays.” 

“The application is accepted. 
The oral publication of the banns 
is checked. The findings are in 
order.” 

Wagner then is quoted as read- 
ing the service thus: 

“T am coming to the ceremonial 
act of marriage. In the presence 
of the witnesses mentioned, under 
numbers three and four, I ask 
you, My Fuehrer, Adolf Hitler: 
are you willing to take Miss Eva 
Braun as your wife? If you are, 
answer ‘I do.’ 

“Now I ask you, Miss Eva 
Braun, are you willing to take our 
Fuehrer, Adolf Hitler, as your 
husband? If you are, answer ‘I 
do.’ 

“After both the newlyweds 
stated their intentions, I declared 
this marriage legal before the 
law.” 

Hitler, Goebbels and Bormann 
signed the document. Then Eva 
employing her married name for 
the first time, started to scrawl 
the letter “B” after her first name. 
Sbe scratched it out and wrote in 

old hand: “Eva Hitler, Geboren 
(born) Braun.” 

In the marriage contract Hitler 
said he enjoyed “many years of 
true friendship,” with Eva Braun, 
who was born in Munich Feb, 6, 
1910. 

Blames Jews for War. 

In the political testament the 
Fuehrer who wanted to rule the 
world denied he ever sought war, 
and blamed the world conflagra- 
tion on Jewish international 
statesmen. 

This political will, to which 
headquarters said he “scrawled A 
contracted and feeble signature,” 
named Germans he described as 
“honorable men as members of a 
new cabinet to continue the war 
with all means.” 

The testament, signed “A. Hit- 
ler,” said in part: 

“It is not true that I or any- 
body else in Germany wanted 
the war in 1939. It was desired 
and provoked entirely by those 
international statesmen who 
were either of Jewish origin or 
who worked in Jewish interests. 
I have made too many offers for 
the reduction and limitation of 
armaments, which posterity 
cannot explain away for all 
eternity. ak, 

“Therefore the responsibility 
for the outbreak of this war 
cannot rest upon me. Further- 
more I never desired that after 
the first terrible world war a 
second war should arise against 
England or even against Amer- 


ica, 
“  . , Centuries may pass, but 
out of the ruins ‘of our cities 
and monuments in the end ha- 
tred will arise and be constant- 
ly renewed against the people 
(responsible): International Jew- 
ry and its assistants. 

“Ags late as three days before 
the outbreak of the German- 
Polish war I proposed a solu- 
tion of the German-Polish prob- 
lem to the British Ambassador 
in Berlin, similar to the case of 
the Saar area, under interna- 
tional control. 

“This offer cannot be explained 
away either. It was only re- 
jected because responsible cir- 
cles in English politics wanted 
war, partly because of expected 
business, partly driven by propa- 
ganda arranged by international 
Jewry. 

“But I left no doubt about the 
fact that the real culprit in this 
murderous’ struggle--Jewry 
would also have to pay for it, if 
the peoples of Europe would 
again be~treated as so many 
packages of shares by those in- 
ternational money and finance 
conspirators. 

“Furthermore I left no doubt 
that it would not be tolerated 
this time that millions of Euro- 
pean children of Aryan peoples 
would starve to death, that mil- 
lions of grown men would suf- 
fer death and that hundreds of 
thousands of women and chil- 
dren would be burned and 
bombed to death in the cities, 
without the real culprit suffer- 
ing his due punishment, even 
though through more humane 
methods.” 

The document said the first 
World War “was forced upon the

Hitler’s political testament, 
apparently one of the last docu- 
ments he signed, was witnessed by 
Bormann, Gauleiter Hans Krebs, 
one Wilhelm Bergdorf and Goeb- 
bels. 

Bormann and Goebbels wit- 
nessed the marriage contract, and 
the private testament was wit- 
nessed by Bormann, Goebbels and 
Nicolaus von Below. 

With the documents the Ameri- 
cans found three photographs, 
two probably of Eva, the third of 
an unidentified boy of about 12— 
another mystery child in the Hit- 
ler story. Last month the discov- 
ery of Evan Braun’s belongings 
disclosed the existence of a smal 
girl, identified only as “Uschi.” 

The discovery of these docu- 
ments lends credence to the re- 
ports that Hitler and the woman 
killed themselves even as Russian 
guns pounded the chancellery, and 
that their bodies were saturated 
with gasoline and burned. 

It recalled the dramatic testi- 
mony of Capt. Hanna Reitsch, 
German woman flyer who claimed 
to have been present at Hitler's 
last hours, when the Fuehrer, pale 
and sagging, a raving madman, 
alternately rehearsed his suicide 
and directed a phantom rescue 
army which days before had been 
wiped out.

It 
estimated that 980 additional beds 
are required in the district, cov- 
ering St. Clair county. 

For the Alton district, Madison 
county, the figures were 2.7 beds 
a thousand, with 234 new beds 
needed, 

Reflecting the crowded hospital 
conditions, Desk Sgt. Everett 
Fisher at the Venice (Ill.) police 
station said last night he had 
given up after a four-day run- 
around trying to find a hospital 
that would admit Mrs. Roberta 
Hurt, 80-year-old Negru woman.

Since suffering a brain hemor- 
rhage after a fall early this 
month. Sgt. Fisher said he took 
her to hospitals in St. Louis, East 
St. Louis and Granite City, but 
found all overcrowded. He was 
unable, either, he said, to find a 
physician to visit her at home.

1. Some 12,000,000 low-income 
persons go off the tax rolls 
completely. Others making up to 
$50,000 a year will get tax cuts 
of 10 per cent or more—with 
smaller reductions for those 
making more than $50,000. The 
1946 relief for individuals will 
total $2,644,000,000. 

2. The war-imposed 85.3 per 
cent excess profits tax on corpo- 
rations will be repealed. The 
Administration said this levy 
could be justified only as a 
means of preventing “war prof- 
iteering.” Business will get tax 
relief amounting to 


3. Withholdings from pay en- 
velopes and salary checks will 
be reduced, to reflect the cut in 
taxes.

The new law provides special 
income tax treatment for veterans 
of World War II. It erases fed- 
eral levies on wartime service pay 
of enlisted men and gives officers 
three years to settle tax accounts 
with the Government.

The slashes in the legislation 
becoming effective Jan. 1 are 
heaviest for individuals in the low- 
income class. 

The new law removes from the 
\tax rolls in 1946 those 12,000,000 
\persons who now pay only the 3 
per cent normal tax, levied on all 
net income above $500 regardless 
of the number of a taxpayer’s de- 
pendents, 

This is accomplished by apply- 
ing the individual surtax exemp- 
tions—$500 for the taxpayer and 
$500 for each dependent—to the 
- normal tax. 

This means a man with a wife 
pays no income tax until his net 
earnings pass $1000. If he has 
pone child taxes do not begin un- 
til he earns over $1500. The ex- 
emption increases by $500 with 
each dependent. 

For individuals the new law 
also cuts three percentage points 
off each of the graduated surtax 
brackets. And when the compu- 
tation is done on this basis, a 
further cut of 5 per cent on the 
figure thus arrived at is allowed.

Against Professionalism 


In Football 


in Talk Here 


Many schools will 


Dr. Arthur H. Compton, chan- 
cellor of Washington University, 
will address the N.C.A.A. council, 
composed of officers and commit- 
tee members, on the dangers of 
professionalism in college football. 
Not quite so concerned with 
that angle is the Southeastern 
Conference which recently assert- 
ed, through its retiring president, 
that it must make its influence 
felt on the N.C.A.A. The assertion 
accompanied the conference’s de- 
fense of itg athletic scholarship 
policy. 

Making his position more clear 
than at the time Washington Uni- 
versity recently undertook to find 

a “satisfactory basis for football,” 
Dr. Compton said the subject of 
his talk to the N.C.A.A., which he 
is making at the association's invi- 
tation, is the “place of athletics as 
a part of a collegiate educational 
program.” 

Football Important, 

“T consider both intramural and 
intercollegiate athletics an essen- 
tial part of the college program,” 
Dr. Compton told the Post- 
Dispatch. Asked if that included 
intercollegiate football, he laughed 
and said, “You can take your own 
implications.” 

“Football,” he said, continuing 
seriously, “is an important part of 
athletics. But the hazards of pro- 
fessionalism are greater in foot- 
ball than in any other part of 
athletics. That is the reason why 
we always speak of it with such 
caution.” 

Perhaps most important, as an 
indication of the direction the 
breeze is blowing in these days 
of anticipated big-money opera- 
tions in college football, was Dr.

Choice of Red or White 
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Is American Business to Be Based on Free Competition or Is It to 
Become Socialized, With All Activities Controlled and Regimented? 


General Motors has faced what it believes is a highly 
critical issue. It has made its decision. It is important 
that the public understand the issue. The issue at stake 
transcends the interests of General Motors. There is in- 
volved something far more consequential—a most vital 
principle. 


Is American business in the future, as in the past, 
to be conducted as a competitive system? Or is the 
determination of the essential economic factors, 
such as casts, prices, profits, etc., upon which busi- 
ness success and progress depend, to be made polit- 
ically by some governmental agency instead of by 
the management appointed by the owners of the 
business for that purpose? 


America is at the crossroads! It must preserve the free- 
dom of each unit of American business to determine its 
own destinies. Or it must transfer to some governmental 
bureaucracy or agency, or to,a union, the responsibility 
of management that has been the very keystone of Ameri- 
can business. Shall this responsibility be surrendered? 
That is the decision the American people face—America 
must choose! 


General Motors has made its choice. It refuses to 
subscribe to what it believes will ultimately be- 
come, through the process of evolution, the death 
of the American system of competitive enterprise. 
It will not participate voluntarily in what stands 
out crystal-clear at the end of the road—a regi- 
mented economy. If this is what the American 
people want, they must make that choice through 
their accredited representatives in Congress. Gen- 
eral Motors declines for itself to take such a great 
responsibility. 


It may be said that this is an exaggeration. Itis not! All 
business questions are interrelated. Costs, prices, wages, 
profits, schedules, investments must be the responsibility 
of management. Political determination of such relation- 
ships means regimentation. 


The idea of ability to pay, whatever its validity may be, is 
not applicable to an individual business within an indus- 
try as a basis for raising its wages beyond the going rate. 


Consider the implications of such a principle who would 
risk money to develop or expand a business under such 
circumstances? Where would be the incentive to do a 


more efficient job? Would it be intelligent to destroy the 
incentive for efficiency? Would it not be more intelligent 
to subscribe to the principle that no one should be forced 
to pay more than the going rate? Should General Motors, 
assuming it is more efficient, be required to pay more for 
materials, for transportation, for services or for wages 
thaft its competition? And how much more determined 
by a political governmental agency? 


Do you subscribe to the belief that you should pay 
for what you buy or the services you use on the 
basis of your financial resources? It is clear that 
this is the principle involved. 


The president of the United States has appointed a fact- 
finding board to inquire into the circumstances involved 
in the demands of the UAW-CIO upon General Motors 
and to make recommendations related thereto. General 
Motors stood ready to supply the board with all neces- 
sary data regarding wage rates, employes’ earnings, 
hours of employment, and all other relevant information 
regarding wages and employment. However, the board 
has ruled that General Motors’ ability to pay will be con- 
sidered as a factor in determining an increase in wages. 
This would require an appraisal of costs, prices, prospec- 
tive volume of business, investment factors, expenses and 
the entire forward operating program of the business. 
Thus the board would assume the most vital functions of 
management. 


General Motors is not contending that it has or has 
not the ability to pay. It always has paid liberal 
wages. It has attempted through protracted col- 
lective bargaining sessions to determine what is fair 
and equitable today. It has made a fair and liberal 
offer to the union. 


Notwithstanding the importance of re-establishing em- 
ployment and resuming production at the earliest possi- 
ble moment, the above reasons have made it impossible 
for General Motors to participate in the proceedings of 
the board under the procedures as now established, and it 
has therefore withdrawn from the hearings. It takes that 
position with great regret. But it does so in the sincere 
belief that this action is in the long-term interest of em- 
ployes, consumers, investors, and of the public as well— 
and of higher standards for all.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29. 


HE No. 1 hot seat in Washington is at the moment occupied 
an Arkansas boy who describes himself 


Louis. His current job still goes 


under the outdated designation of director of the Office of War 
Mobilization and Reconversion, but his assignment now, of course, 
has to do with conversion of our wartime economy to one of peace. 
In that capacity he is most frequently described as assistant pres- 


ident. 

Since the brickbats started fly- 
ing, after the end of the Truman 
“honeymoon”—the era of good 
feeling which usually ensues when 
a new man assumes the burdens 
of the White House—a good many 
missiles have been aimed in the 
direction of John Snyder. A case 
might be made for characterizing 
him as the whipping boy of the 
Truman administration. 


The brickbats come from Capi- 
tol Hill, and from the ivory tow- 
ers in which Washington newspa- 
per, radio and magazine commen- 
tators concoct their diagnoses of 
what's right and what's wrong 
with the world. They don’t partic- 
ularly bother Snyder, who goes 

; unruffled way knowing full 

ell that he is no genius— the 
phrase is his—but satisfied that 
he is doing the best that can be 
done by a man of experience who 
recognizes his own limitations. 


An Enigma. 


Snyder is to the Washington 
press corps sométhing like what 
Winston Churchill once said of 
Russia: “A riddle, wrapped in a 
mystery, enclosed in an enigma.” 
They aren't quite sure how to size 
him up. The Republican New York 
Herald Tribune has referred to 
him as a “first class administra- 
tor” and as the “Harry Hopkins 
of the Truman administration.” 
The New York Daily, PM, thought 
at first that he “acts like a lib- 
eral” and then decided that while 
his instincts were right he was re- 
sponsible for many of the “boners” 
of the Truman administration. The 
New Republic, left-wingish week- 
ly, thinks he is “honest, sincere, 
no innovator,” but it takes cOm- 
fort from the circumstance that 
he has surrounded himself with 
“able liberals.” The New York 
Times sees him as a “hard headed 
business man” and one of the 
more free swinging Washington 
eommentators thinks he is a “fum- 
bling administrator.” 

Some of this confusion results 
perhaps from the circumstance 
that none of the writers who have 
attempted to appraise Snyder has 
ever sat down across the ‘able 
from him and talked things over. 
This can not be considered a re- 
flection on Snyder. 

Sitting across the table from 
this writer in the cramped office 
he occupies in the east wing of 
the White House, Snyder was re- 
luctant to reduce to a label the 
philosophy he brings to bear on 
the problems of government, but 
finally settled on the phrase “Mb- 
eral-conservative,” 

“you have to spell it out.” 


Ahead of Program. 


“T think that 
take a more enlightened view of 
affairs than it has in the past,” 
he added, “but, on the other hand, 
we can’t swing too far on the 
other side.” 

He recognizes that the prime 
problem of the country today is 
to get back to full production and 
full employment, and is encour- 
aged to note that on both these 
items we are “'’way ahead of the 
program,” despite the current 
wave of industrial disputes. On 
how to cure that situation he was 
silent, but it can be said that he 
has no panacea, any more than 
has anyone else in Washington— 
or in St. Louis.

He has but one secretary, the

Just Another Desk. 


His desk is just another of those 
office desks—the twenty-fourth 
vice president of any First Na- 
tional Bank probably has a better 
one, and there is an assortment of 
metal filing cabinets around the 
room rather helter-skelter. Most 
Washington administrators fill 
the walls of their offices with 
autographed photographs of the 
great and near great, but Snyder 
has only one, not autographed, a 
modest unframed cabinet photo of 
his pretty daughter, Edith, better 
known as “Drucie,” who is a jun- 
ior at George Washington Univer- 
sity here. 


Perched on the cabinets are 
small scale models of airplanes 
and of a field howitzer, such as 
Snyder worked with in World War 
I when he was captain of an Ar- 
kansas field‘ artillery battery, It 
was in France that he became ac- 
quainted with another -field artil- 
lery officer, Harry S. Truman, who 
commanded Battery D of the 129th 
Regiment, a Missouri outfit. Their 
friendship ripened in the postwar 
years when both stayed in the re- 
serve and met each summer at 
training camps. Both wanted to 
get back in the Army for the last 
war—and Snyder went so far as 
to pass his physical examination— 
but both were turned down on the 
ground that they could be more 
useful in this country. 


Aviation Enthusiast. 


Snyder is an aviation enthusiast, 
although he has never attempted 
to learn to fly. His daughter did, 
and has a license to fly one of 
those Ercoupes they have at Parks 
Air College across the river from 
St. Louis. A crash landing in the 
first World War, when he chose a 
quiet afternoon on his sector to 
fly as a guest observer in a French 
plane, left him with a _ few 
Scratches, but did hot dampen his 
zeal for flying. He gets around 
the country a good bit, and thinks 
that’s the way to travel. 


Behind his desk is a very com-

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War Has Bankrupted Some of Our —

Classified as Have-Not Na- 
tion, He Believes; Could 
Not Afford Another Pro- 
longed War in 20 or 30 
Years.

E may have peacetime conscription. 


We may retain a tremendous peace-| 


time Navy. But the plain fact is that 
we cannot afford another prolonged war in 
20 or 30 years. 


Not that we haven’t the men, not that we 
haven’t the will to fight again if we have to, 
not that we haven’t the cash—we just 
haven’t got the oil, the copper, the zinc, and 
the mercury, which are so vital to the ma- 
chines and munitions of modern warfare. 


The prodigal harvest of minerals that we 
have reaped to win this war has bankrupted 
some of our most vital mineral resources. 
We no longer deserve to be listed with Rus.- 
sia and the British Empire as one of the 
‘“‘Have” nations of the world. We should be 
such as Ger- 
many and Japan. 

The overwhelming significance of this 
change from a “‘Have” to a “Have Not” na- 
tion lies in these facts: Without mineral re- 
sources, the United States could never have 
built the ships, the planes, and the guns 
which have made us the -greatest nM@litary 
power in the world. We could never have 
been more than an agricultural country. We 
could never have been able to support, at a 
standard of living that is the envy of the 
world, the 135,000,000 people now living 
within our borders. 


Our Mineral Supply 
Is Not Inexhaustible. 


Does this change in status mean that we 
are about to become a pushover for other 
countries, that our standard of living will be 
greatly reduced, that we shall all become 
farmers, and ‘‘horse-and-buggy”’ farmers, at 
that? This, in fact, is the future that we 
are now carving out for our p near er Ant 
and our great- grandchildren by our do-noth- 
ing policy. 

It should be burned into our conscious- 
ness that we do not have an inexhaustible 
supply of minerals—the sinew that makes 
this eountry mighty. Our minerals are 
exhaustible and irreplaceable. Unlike wheat 
and corn, new crops of minerals do 
not appear from year to year. Further, the 
faster we grow in industrial strength and 
military potency, the more rapidly we dissi- 
pate our mineral resources—the very basis 
of our military and industrial power. 

To prevent the decline of the United 
States as a major military and industrial 
power, and to maintain our high standard of 
living, we must take immediate positive 
action to increase our known mineral re- 
sources. We must begin at once: 


To stockpile minerals; 

To explore our country more extensive- 
ly than ever before; 

To hunt for better methods of recoyer- 
ing metals from scrap; 

To have access, in common with other 
peacefully disposed nations, to minerals 
in the lands that have been conquered in 
the recent war, for from now on we shall 
be increasingly dependent upon imports 
for our minerals. 


What the War Cost 


In Mineral Resources. 


The bountiful heritage of minerals and oil 
with which the United States was originally 
endowed has tended, unfortunately, to make 
most of us complacent about these resources, 
and our time has been spent in patting our- 
selves on the back for mining such great 
quantities of them. This puts us in the posi- 
tion of the man who was so happy about 
the speed at which he was sawing off the 
limb he forgot that he was sitting on the 
limb. 

How close we are to cutting off the limb 
that supports us can be seen by casting up 
our accounts to ascertain the cost of this war 
to our mineral resources, and inventorying 
how much we have left, 

Between Jan. 1, 1940, and Jan. 1, 19465, 
we tore from the earth some five billion 
tons of minerals. Included in this total 
are 516,158,500 tons of domestic iron ore, 
the most astonishing amount ever produced 
by this or any other nation in a similar 
period. During this period we mined 3,061,- 
060,000 tons of coal, or enough to cover the 
whole city of New York with a blanket of 
coal 12 feet thick. 


SECRETARY ICKES 


Here are some figures which will give an 
idea of the variety and quantity of our min- 
eral resources that have been sacrificed on 
the altar of the god of war. In the 5-year 
period from New Year's day, 1949, 
mined: 


3,061,060,000 tons of coal 
516,158,500 tons of iron ore 
2,278,000 tons of lead 
3,642,000 tons of zine 
5,000,000 tons of copper 
14,169,000 tons of bauxite 
20,750 tons of tungsten 
112,000 tons of molybdenum 
17,118,000 tons of sulphur 
68,000,000 tons of salt 
3,155,000 tons of potassium 
1,000,000,000 tons of petroleum 


Into the war machine and domestic econo- 
my also went 15.7 trillion cubic feet of nat- 
ural gas. The tonnage of petroleum men- 
tioned above equals 7,325,000,000 barrels. 
Some idea of the demands upon our petrole- 
um resources May be measured by the fact 
that the United States has 36 per cent of 
the known oil reserves of the world, but has 
been furnishing approximately 60 per cent 
of the petroleum used in the war. 

These figures do not encompass our total 
mineral production during the war; we have 
also mined large amounts of other minerals, 
but they do show how great has been our de- 
pendence upon our minerals and what great 
quantities of these limited resources we have 
used. 

If we are to continue as a dominant in- 
dustrial and military power, the big ques- 
tion is not 60 much what we have used, but 
what have we left. 


“Blue Chip” Minerals 
Are Critically Depleted. 


The fact is that some of our “blue chip” 
minerals have been depleted to the critical 
point. On the basis of known usable re- 
serves, we have in this country only nine 
major minerals which, at the 1935-39 rate 
of use, may be expected to last 100 years or 
more—nitrogen, magnesium, salt, bitumi- 
nous coal and lignite, phosphate rock, mo- 
lybdenum, anthracite, potash, and iron ore. 
And a hundred years is nothing in the life of 
a nation. 

We have less than a 35-year peacetime 
commercial supply of 21 minerals. The sig- 
nificance of this is that 35 years are but lit- 
tle more than the usual interval between 
wars, and among these 21 minerals are: 
petroleum, copper, lead and zinc, in the pro- 
duction of which we have led the world for 
many years.. The others are: sulphur, nat- 
ural gas, fluorspar, cadmium, gold, lead, 
silver, bauxite, vanadium, antimony, tung- 
sten, platinum, asbestos, manganese, chro- 
mite, nickel, and tin. 

Our automobile and electrical industries, 
to mention only two, would not have made 
the advances that they have made, had they 
been hampered by shortages in any of these 
minerals. 

So far, I have mentioned coal, iron ore, 
and petroleum only briefly. Their prime im- 
portance—imagine the United States trying 
to get along without the products made pos- 
sible by coal and iron and petroleum—mer- 
its special consideration, however. Coal is 
the nation’s number one mineral asset. Iron 
ore ranks second, and petroleum third. 

Just how important coal is to a nation’s 
economy is shown by the fact that the five 
great centers of industrial and military pow- 
er—the United States, England, Russia, Ja- 
pan, and Western Europe—have developed 
on the basis of large coal resources. 

Coal is the stuff that spins the wheels of 
most of our industry. It would appear that 
we have plenty of coal, but already our re- 
serves of high-grade coking coals, without 
which it is diffieult to make steel, are none

too plentiful,,and their lack may compel us 
to seek different and perhaps more expen- 
sive ways of making steel, within a com- 
paratively few years. 

Despite their fundamental importance, we 
don’t know enough about coking coal re- 
serves. In mining almost any bed of coal, 
a tuird or more of the coal in that bed is 
irretrievably lost. Some of this loss is un- 
avoidable, but much could be prevented if 
the cut-throat competition in the industry 
did not force the mine owners to take the 
“easy pickings’’ and move on to new coal 
beds, instead of getting all of the coal that 
there is out of any particular seam. Fur- 
ther, there is no wisdom from a national 
viewpoint, in consuming our limited reserves 
of high-grade coking coals to generate steam 
for power plants, when these coals are so 
vital to the making of steel. Steam plants 
can use lower-grade coals. We have plenty 
of them. 


Remaining Iron Ore 
Much Harder to Mine. 


Iron ore is an outstanding resource in 
four of the five great centers of industrial 
power. Much to her regret, Japan is notably 
deficient in iron ore, and attempted to over- 
come this weakness through aggression. 
Our reserves of iron ore do not match those 
of coal by a wide margin. Originally, some 
six billion tons of usable ore were to be 
found in the good earth of this country. 
About two-thirds of the original cache re- 
mains, but, in true American style, we have 
already licked the icing off the cake, and 
much of the ore that is left will be harder 
and more expensive to get. 


The high-quality ores which are found 
in the Mesabi Range in Minnesota will soon 
be only a rusty memory. This ore is the 
cream of our resources, because it can be 
mined cheaply and because it is so free of 
other minerals that it can be used directly 
in the blast furnace, without prior treat- 
ment. These high-quality ores account for 
50 per cent of the total iron production of 
the country. At the prewar rate of extrac- 
tion, the remaining tonnage will be ex- 
hausted in 22 years, 


We must develop our lower-grade ores, 
and we shall have to build large plants to 
treat them. Such plants will limit produc- 
tion capacity and will be costly. But to 
maintain our position of self-sufficiency 
would justify some extra cost to the pub- 
lic, although the consumer cannot be ex- 
pected to assume an unreasonable burden, 
such as paying $10 for an iron frying pan. 


As to oll, the daily newspapers give evi- 
dence that supplies are far from ample to 
meet all demands. The American Petroleum 
Institute estimates known or proved reserves 
of oil at 20 billion barrels. Last year we 
produced 1,700,000,000 barrels of crude oil. 

Thus, if future discoveries fail to bring 
in enough oil, 
years—be faced with the need for develop- 
ing sources of oil supply outside of the con- 
tinental boundaries of the United States. 
Under peacetime conditions, substantial 
quantities of oil could be obtained from the 
Caribbean area and, if necessary, from more 
distant sources, such as Saudi Arabia and 
Bahrein. This would seem to be the cheap- | 
est solution. 


Synthetic Fuels 
Feasible But Costly. 


Secondary recovery of domestic supply 
from apparently depleted oil fields has be-| 
gun already, ahd could be increased consid- 
erably at higher prices. 

Synthetic liquid fuels also offer a feasible, 
though more costly, solution. Synthetic 
motor fuel can probably be made from coal 
at 18 cents a gallon in large plants. The 
Bureau of Mines of the Department of the 
Interior is experimenting in the production 
of synthetic gasoline in commercial-sized 
plants. Costs of from 12 to 15 cents are 
possible after the techniques have been fully 
developed. The costs of producing gasoline 
from crude petroleum are approximately 5 
cents a gallon.

Time to Stop Petrillo 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The AFL Federation of Musicians, 
through its president, James Caesar Pe- 
trillo, has banned the broadcasting by 
our American radio stations of programs 
originating in foreign countries, the 
only exceptions being special holiday 
programs from the Vatican and Jerusa- 
lem and oversdas programs by the Army 
and the Navy. 

The next logical step, of course, is for 
another Caesar to ban your use of an 
article written by George Bernard Shaw 
because, being Irish, he used space 
which could have been filled by an 
American. Naturally, subject matter 
would not be considered, as the only 
issue is more work for American writers 
and artists. 

Freedom of the press and freedom of 
the radio have been challenged before, 
and each new attack appears on the 
scene cloaked with a good cause that 
most people find no fault with. Let's see 
where the joker is in Caesar’s latest 
edict: 

1. Our constitutional rights are taken 
from us. I do not know of any musi- 
jans who are out of work, but even if 
there are a few, must 140,000,000 people 
be denied the right to listen to what 
they please? 

2. Without any religious prejudice 
against Rome or Jerusalem, may we not 
question the right of any man to select 
the point of origin (and by implication 
the nature) of the programs we are per- 
mitted to hear? 

3. We, as Americans, know that the 
only true and lasting peace will come 
about through a feeling of mutual re- 
spect and understanding between the 
peoples of all nations. 

Need I remind Caesar that large num- 
bers of his own members travel to for- 
sign countries for paid performances, 
and that millions of their records are 
sold abroad? If figures can be obtained, 
they would probably show that Ameri- 
tan musicians are making far more 
money on the good will of foreign 
listeners than they can ever lose 
through the mythical unemployment 
caused by American reception of foreign 
broadcasts. 

4. If Petrillo’s thinking is right, then 
whefe will the line be drawn? Why not 
forbid the importation of Wedgewood 
china? There are or may be some 
American potters out of work. 

Isn’t it about time that we American 
people get together and figure out a 
way of stopping the pressure, the hard- 
ships, the shortages, the higher living 
costs which a few solidly entrenched 
tyrants are forcing down our throats in 
greater measure every day? There has 
io be a stopping point somewhere.

Year of Victory—and o Frustration 


There is no great pride in 1945 as it stumbles 
to aclose. Despite the great achievements, there 
are danger and uneasiness in its wake. 


For every epic heroism, there has been an 
epic delinquency. Match the valor of those strain- 
ing figures raising the flag on Iwo Jima with in- 
tervention on the side of dictatorship in China. 
Consider the fine beginnings made at Chapulte- 
pec and San Francisco, and then consider the 
use of Allied arms in Indonesia, as a scourge 
against man’s universal dream of freedom, 


UNO is a fledgling at last, and our hopes give 
it stronger wings. We are done with Hitler and 
Mussolini, Quisling and Laval, The Nazi Jugger- 
naut that rumbled over Europe lies in ruins, and 
so does the Japanese military machine that was 
its counterpart. Trial of the death merchants 
who plied their appalling trade at such Golgothas 
as Belsen and Dachau, and of others whose 
crimes outraged humanity, marches toward new 
precedents in world law. And as the year closes, 
the Big Three have built new bridges in Moscow 
across the chasms in their old accord. 


Yet these things, and victories and reunions 
and war’s longed-for ending, still do not provide 
what the world is yearning for. Confidence seems 
fugitive. Cynics, and mongers of yet another 
war, are sometimes listened to. Man cries out 
in a new Gethsemane for someone to take him 
by the hand. 


Now the Postwar Letdown 


There is always some measure of disillusion- 
ment, a letdown, a taste of ashes in the mouth, 
when a great struggle is over. Peace seems, to 
some, a pale, soft-spoken thing when war’s ghast- 
ly exhilaration fades. It is then that the real- 
ities, the sacrifices and what was dearly bought 
with them tower over us. It is then that unity 
falls away like a husk and divisions deepen. It 
is then that great voices are needed as never 
before to turn the people from indecision and 
interpret the times and their responsibilities to 
them. 


Until there are such voices, there can be only 
that abiding faith in the common sense of the 
common people to sustain us. Those people are 
thinking. Before too long, they will be heard. 


There is neither strength nor reason in failing 
to face, without pretense, the crisis of the pres- 
ent. All charts for the future were destroyed at 
Hiroshima. Our plans for collective security are 
not bold enough or vast enough. Our talk of 
strong armies and navies is not realistic enough. 
Our old theories about American might and sov- 
ereignty are so much rainbow gold. We can’t 
go on trying to bluff the infinitesimal yet al- 
mighty atom. 


Mr. Roosevelt said that this generation. of 
Americans had “a rendezvous with destiny.” Be- 
cause statesmen neither speak the language of 
the quantum theory and of chain reaction, nor 
borrow wisdom from the men who do, our ren- 
dezvous could be with suicide. 


Warning of the Scientists 


The scientists tell us to have sense enough to 
be afraid; the plain people hear them and are 
afraid. Yet national and international leader- 
ship has failed, in the months since the atomic 
rehearsals for oblivion, to turn this quickened 
public consciousness to high purpose. Except for 
a few brave utterances that were given no prac- 
tical translation, this revolution in the world’s 
whole way of life has been treated almost as 
casually as summer lightning. 


All outworn ways of thinking must be cast out 
like the graven images that they are. Army-Navy 
merger has become imperative. So has imme@i- 
ate strengthening of UNO. The fearful gap be- 
tween science and the humanities must be closed 
before the former destroys the latter. Yet only 
the very bold, or those who put truth above any 
risk, are willing to undertake the adventure of 
change. 


We have a curious custom of choosing the 
man of the year, the event of the year, as if 
they were Queens of the May. If we are honest 
with the custom, the year’s most Olympian event 
is not an event at all, but a state of mind—a 
tyrannical confusion because the atomic future 
is clouded, the way unlighted, the footing in- 
secure. 


And the man of the year? The single most ar- 
resting figure stands in shadow. He is the Atomic 
Age kinsman of William Graham Sumner’s For- 
gotten Man, “the only one for whom there is no 
provision in the gréat scramble and the great 

* divide.” 


He has some simple questions to ask. Yet 
men of stature, men whom he really trusts, are 
not on hand to give him simple answers. 


Simple But Vital Questions 


“Do we have to fight Russia?” he wants to 
know. Or, if he is Russian, perhaps he asks the 
question in reverse. He thinks he knows. the 
answer, and the answer is an emphatic No. But 
he wants someone to say it loud and clear, and 
demand for him the policies that nail that answer 
down to fact. 


“Can’t UNO be made strong enough to work?” 
he is asking. The answer to that, he’s positive, 
is Yes. Well, then, what steps are being taken? 


“Must there be another terrible depression?” 
He doesn’t see why, yet Congress, muffled by 
pressure groups against over-exposure to the peo- 
ple, won’t plan adequately against it. 


“Is the atom really likely to destroy us all?” 
He doesn’t believe it, because he places a plain 
man’s trust in the essential dignity of human 
beings. Still, who’s going to take the giant 
strides toward its use for good? If we don't 
intend to use them, why do we go on making 
little bombs? 


In a kind of troubled somnambulism, the For- 
gotten Man walks the earth, hungering for knowl- 
edge, for light, for prophets, as Coleridge hun- 
gered for eternity. 


In Europe, he shivers and starvyes and stub- 


bornly rebuilds, a mason of morals as well as of 
bricks and stones. 


In Britain, he knots the muscles in his jaw 
and looks ahead to unnumbered years that will 
be both lean and bleak. 


He goes back to a scarred and barren farm in 
Western Russia, sighing stoically over Moscow 
news that the plainest luxuries are still far away. 


He counts the moments, in Italy and Greece, 
until the time when the Allies permit responsi- 
‘ble democratic governments to man political bare 
ricades against the survival of assorted Fascisms, 


He waits quietly, underground, in the rr 
tine and Spain, for liberation. 


He struggles openly, in China, for the right of 
decent, incorruptible self-rule. 


Our Need Is for Guidance 


And in America, although he Is envied by the 
miserable of all other lands, he yearns for men 
who will turn the hostile bewilderments about 
him into simple verities, into new concepts to 
meet new problems and new deeds. His son is 
home from the wars, restless, unsettled. 


Is it true, he asks, that careless or distorted 
administration in Germany prejudices the peace 
that came so high; that unskilled administration 
makes it precarious in Jap&n? Is it true that a 
new American imperialism threatens to rise as 
the Frankenstein monster of our war to sur- 
vive? 


What he wants most is to be helped to think, 
to reason, and then to act. He remembers what 
the Proverbs say: ‘“‘Where there is no vision, the 
people perish.” It gives him a fear he cannot 
name, an insecurity that wakes him in the night. 
Sometimes he glimpses what St. John saw in the 
vision of the breaking of the seals, with a fifth 
figure, a riderless horse called Nowhere, gallop- 
ing ahead of them all. Perhaps it is fitting that 
the world’s best hope lies in this struggle be- 
tween the Forgotten Man and the troubles in 
his mind. 


The leader that men seek was not at the mon- 
strous old castle of Frederick the Great at Pots- 
dam in July, nor was he in Berlin or Frankfurt 
when orchards were blossoming above unburied 
dead, nor in hushed Tokyo Bay in midsummer 
when Japan surrendered. He may have died, his 
portrait and his work unfinished, as April was 
stealing softly across Georgia. He may have died 
a year ago last autumn in a night-dimmed room 
in a New York hospital—the Hoosier schoolmas- 
ter whose lessons were for the whole world. He 
may be among us today, as yet unrecognized. 


Time for Shirtsleeve Statesman 


Whenever he comes, whoever he may be, he 
need not be a President or man of arms, a Prime 
Minister or a Generalissimo, or much more than 
a statesman in shirtsleeves. But he must be one 
who fires the public mind with a renewed search 
for the meaning of things, someone with that 
quality of universality possessed by all who 
shared with Pope the knowledge that “the prop- 
er study of mankind is Man.” 


He may be a traveler who, like Willkie or 
Roosevelt or the singer, Walt Whitman, learned 
for himself the oneness of the world. Darwin, 
the shy Shrewsbury boy who voyaged on the 
Beagle, and Thomas Huxley, who sailed the 
world aboard the Rattlesnake and routed Dar- 
win’s enemies with their own weapons, were such 
truth-seekers as these days demand. 


Such men were Solon of Athens, the law- 
giver, who traveled far as a youth and returned 
to curb the profligate powers of the very rich; 
such men were Franklin and Lincoln, Jefferson, 
Paine and Pericles, The two truest teachers of 
the Golden Rule, Christ and Confucius, lived 
among men and not apart from them. And the 
man who remembers the forgotten must have 
something of the “indomitable soul,” the in- 
stinctive understanding of humanity, that all 
these possessed. 


There are some Americans who are touched 
with this greatness, who aspire to neither the 
mailed glove of the tyrant nor the mob-lash of 
the demagogue, and who give us truth. But the 
packages are small, and they are men who have 
not yet captured the public imagination. 


Man’s Boundless Potentialities 


Sometimes we hear truth from Senator Ful- 
bright, sometimes from Harold Stassen. Henry 
Wallace has spoken it. So have Dr. Compton, 
Dr. Urey, Dr. Oppenheimer and Dr. Langmuir. 
Also the Manhattan and Oak Ridge and Los 
Alamos and University of Chicago scientists 
whose doom-warnings seem to die as fast as 
they are uttered in corridors of government. 


Truth lurks in much of the formal language of 
Walter Lippmann and Sumner Welles. It comes 
now from Raymond Swing, again from Elmer Da- 
vis, again from intense, youthful Norman Cou- 
sins, and often from Norman Corwin, the Amer- 
ica-talking Whitman of our time. 


When the truths spoken by all these voices 
shall be joined into a single, compelling voice 
that will move the mind and spirit of our time, 
when the quiet intelligence of the common man 
has heard this new voice and understood it, 
then may we hope to realize the new and bound- 
less potentialities of man. 


The choice between law and war, between the 
liberties of many amd the greed of the few, must 
be made now. Mankind has the mind and might 
to meet the challenge of Science, so to order its 
affairs that the brotherhood of man shall be 
stronger than the strangerhood of sears and nar- 
row nationalisms, 


Edwin Markham said what the Forgotten Man 
is thinking as he enters the wilderness of this 
strange, uncharted year that lies ahead: 


Come, clear the way, then, clear the way; 
Blind creeds and kinds have had their day. 
Break the dead branches from the path; 
Our hope is in the aftermath— 


Our hope is in heroic men 

Star-led to build the world again. 

To this event the ages ran:

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Long-Term Issue of the GM Strike

Public Opinion 


Essential differences between company and union grow out of 
UAW demand that wages be linked to profits, newspaper says; 
this principle is called dangerous for labor and capital; a compro- 
mise solution, skirting this difficulty, is urged for the present.

The GM fact-finding board has run into 
trouble because the company and the union 
are at odds as to the relationship of profits 
to wage demands. The immediate obstacle 
encountered by the board is the company’s 
refusal to open its books for inspection. 


Such information, says the company, is 
nobody’s business and is irrelevant so far 
as the present wage dispute is concerned, 
Its adamant stand, as President Truman 
reminds the company, is untenable, for the 
company is in effect saying that the finan- 
cial ability of an employer to meet de- 
mands for higher wages has nothing to do 
with the reasonableness of such demands. 
This is, of course, absurd. 


Moreover, no fact-finding board can hand 
down authoritative recommendations in re- 
gard to wages unless it has some knowledge 
of the financial position and the earning 
prospects of the companies involved in 
wage disputes, 


No Standard Yardstick 


However, we do not believe it is at all 
necessary to conduct a searching probe 
into the financial affairs of General Motors 
in order to obtain. an adequate working 
idea of what it could conceivably afford 
to pay its workers. That would take 
months and months. 


What we call fact-finding boards are in 
reality boards called upon to assemble per- 
tinent data and use them adroitly to in- 
duce the principals in a wage dispute to 
compose their differences. That is the 
method usually followed in peaceful wage 
negotiations between employers and em- 
ployes, The concessions made do not follow 
any cut-and-dried formula; théy are a prod- 
uct of give and take, far from ideal, but 
usually workable. 


Why, then, is GM so stubborn in refus- 
ing to part with its records? The answer 
fe that the union (the UAW) is contending 
for recognition of a principle of wage fix- 
ation—namely, the principle of relating 
wages to profits. 


Diametric Opposition 


The union says to management: If your 
books show that you can probably meet 
our wage demands and still make money 
without raising the prices of your cars, our 
demands are justified and we stand by 
them. The company in turn protests that 
such a linking of wages to profits ig un- 
warranted, 

The result is that the fact-finding board 
is confronted by two diametrically different 
conceptions of wage policy. Even the most 
comprehensive knowledge of the facts 
about profits and the most careful esti- 
mates of profits to come provide no basis 
for deciding which of these wage policies 


vis the right one. 


The new principle is of vast significance. 
While profitability is a factor to be taken 


into account in considering wage demands, 


it is far from a proper measure, in our 
opinion, of the extent of the concessions 
to be made. 


Let us ask ourselves a few questions. If 
the UAW’s contention that its demands on 
GM are justified by the earning capacity 
of the company is admitted, will the same 
test be applied to the employers of other 
companies not so profitable? Are wages 
of workers of like skill ahd capacity to be 
graded with reference to the profitability 
of the employing company or by some other 
more general test? 


Consequences of Theory 


These questions show that any conces- 
sion of the principle that the high profit- 
ability of a company justifies demands for 
higher wages would open a veritable Pan- 
dora’s box of wage troubles. Not only 
would general acceptance of such a for- 
mula create dissension in the ranks of 
labor itself, it would go far toward de- 
stroying the incentive to achieve maxi- 
mum efficiency in production as a means 
of obtaining higher profits, 


These longtime implications of the 
struggle in which the UAW and GM are 
now involved are issues of great impor- 
tance. No doubt they will have to be 
faced eventually. 


But we trust they will not be made an 
excuse for prolonging the costly tug-of- 
war that has already seriously delayed the 
work of reconversion and advanced the in- 
flation. Surely that issue can be post- 
poned and the fact-finding board allowed 
access to the basic facts upon which to 
recommend a compromise. 


“THAT WORD” 
From the Chicago Times, 

We see where Senator Wherry (Rep.), of 
Nebraska, objects to the use of the word 
“damn” in congressional debate. 

Senator Connally, who hails from Texas, 
remarked that he didn’t like those people 
who say the United Nations Organization 
“isn't worth a damn.” Wherry leaped to 
his feet, and declared it is “beneath the dig- 
nity of the Senate to use that word here.” 
Connally withdrew the word. 

The incident isn’t of world-shaking im- 
portance. But it seems to us that a truly 
dignified Senate, concerned about world and 
national affairs, shouldn't have time to 
quibble over words. And often the country 
would be better off if its representatives 
would come right out and say what they 
feel and think instead of loading down their 
thoughts with congressional “courtesy” and 
circumlocution. { 


Book About the Cossacks 


In Wartime and in Peace

“The Cossacks: The Story of a Warrior People,”* 
by Maurice Hindus, (Doubleday & Co., Garden 
City, N. Y.) 

Each year Maurice Gerschont Hindus pub- 
lishes a book on the Slavic peoples. It may 
be fiction or non-fiction, about the Czecho- 


slovaks or about the Russians: but what- 


soever the topic, it is sure to deal with the 
little people of the country studied rather 
than the headline names. The 1945 Hindus 
offering is no exception. It is a 300-p 
discourse on the Cossacks, particularly 
those of the Kuban area. 

Hindus is no babe in the darkling woods 
of Soviet custom and culture. Born and 
bred a Russian, he emigrated to New York 
at the age of 14. Since then he has made 
several journeys back to Russia, the most 
recent in 1942 as a war correspondent. 

* * * 


Students at examinations sometimes turn 
on the faucet of knowledge and write ev- 
erything they know about the subject, 
whether relevant or not. That is the way 
with Hindus. 

He begins by showing the importance 
of Cossack cavalry in the recent war. 
Then he dips into the past to recall ex- 
ploits of outstanding Cossacks. Having 
warmed up, he progresses to his own ex- 
periences in the Kuban land, then to come 
mentary on the opposition to Stalin’s cok 
lectivization of the farms and Cossack life 
in war and peace, 1941-45. 

The author's style is fluent, his acquain- 
tanceship with his materials satisfactory; 
only his thumbing of Russian histories for 
astray facts is inadequate. Book reviewers 
have variously called Hindus “clever apol- 
ogist” (Commonweal), “panegyrist” (Spring- 
field Republican) and “interpreter” of the 
Soviets (Saturday Review of Literature). 
Actually, he is more than these. He is a 
keen observer of human life in its various 
phases, and as much a social historian as 
anything else. 

. * * 

After having finished this book, the 
reader has a sense of knowing the Cos- 
sacks intimately, of feeling that he has 
shared their simple pleasures and complex 
troubles, that their hope for a happy future 
is in some way connected with his own. 

Maurice Hindus breathes life into the 
people he portrays. He makes them vital, 
human, interesting. As a result, this vol- 
ume will be read by a thousand persons for 
every one who turns to the formal mono- 
graphic literature on the rise and develop- 
ment of those nomadic tribesmen.

Gen. Lutes, who was born in 
Cario, Til, 55 years ago, is an 
old hand at combining operations 
for efficiency.

A colonel at the time, his 
assignment was to organize the 
supply system for the Third Army 
in Louisiana, While his prede- 
cessors had clung to separated 
planning and operations, Lutes 
combined the two and instantly 
got improved results.

War College, and served terms in 
Panama and Hawaii. When war 
broke out on Dec. 7, 1941, he was 
in charge of an anti-aircraft bri- 
gade in Los Angeles, which he 
had formed for protection of 
nearby aircraft factories.

As a national guardsman who 
went to the top of one of the 
three Army services, Gen. Lutes 
has set an unusual record, Most 
of the topflight Army leaders are 
West Pointers, but Gen. Lutes 
found his lack of training there 
no insurmountable obstacle.

BERLIN, Dec. 29 (AP) 

ERMAN peasants in the Rus- 
(j sien zone are living in the 

manor houses of the haughty 
militaristic Junkers they once 
served, and farm children are at- 
tending kindergarten in the spa- 
cious ballrooms where the Junkers 
and their ladies danced, 

That is bodenreform—the great 
social and economic revolutionary 
process by which 7000 estates of 
the Prussian Junkers in the Rus- 
sian zone of occupation, totaling] 
more than 4,000,000 acres, were 
redistributed among nearly 300,000 
small land holders. 

Land reform is an old issue in 
eastern Germany, and after Hit- 
ler’s defeat its proponents, with 
the tacit approval of the Russian 
military government, brought 
their program into being. 

Provincial governments enacted 
laws providing for the breaking 
up of every estate of more than 
100 hectares (247 acres) and even 
smaller ones if they belonged to 
active Nazis. By this process they 
liquidated holdings of feudal fam- 
ilies which supplied the German 
army with 50 per cent of its gen- 
erals and 65 per cent of its offi- 
cers. 


Example In Saxony. 

The first American correspond- 
ents to visit the Russian zone saw 
an example of bodenreform on a 
677 acre estate at Burgwerbe in 
Saxony province. It was owned 
formerly by Karl Reinhardt, one- 
time captain in the German army. 

The Reinhardts had lived in the 
place for 40 years. In 1758 it had 
served Frederick the Great as a 
headquarters during ‘the Leipzig 
battles of the Seven Years War. 

The Reinhardts had employed 
147 permanent workers and 45 
seasonal helpers in the production 
chiefly of grains and sugar beets. 

Now the land has been sliced 
into 50 holdings of five hectares 
(about 12.4 acres) each, Most of it 
has been given to previously land- 
less peasants who worked for the 
Reinhardts. Other portions were 
given to established small farmers 
who held less than five to eight 
hectares. 

Also divided were the estate's 
livestock, poultmy and implements, 
with the motorized machinery go- 
ing into a centra)] pool. 

10 to 20 Years to Pay. 

The farmer who received the 
land are required to pay for it in 
cash or kind to the provincial 
government. The _ established 
small farmers have 10 years to 
pay, and the others have 20. 

The rate of payment is 1000 to 
1500 kilograms of rye per hectare, 
depending upon the quality of the 
soil. At the current price of rye, 
20 marks for 100 kilos, that aver- 
ages up to 300 marks per hectare. 
Th is the rate at which the pro- 
vincial goVernment compensates 
the former owners—if they qual- 
ify. Any owner who was not a 
Nazi is eligible. 

Paul Brauna, Communist party 
member who is advisor for boden- 
reform in the Burgwerbe district, 
estimated the price was only a 
fraction of the land’s last known 
market price, probably between 
10 and 15 per cent.

Nixon, former instructor in the

Farben Leaders Freed, 

He also declared that “pressure” 
forced his division to release from 
jail a number of leaders of the I. 
G. Farbenindustrie, giant German 
chemical trust, after they had 
been interrogated. 

Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay, deputy 
military governor of Germany, 
said, “I found out about the re- 
lease of these Farben leaders only 
the other day. If any pressure 
was brought for their release, it 
certainly did not come from this 
office. We still have 10 in custody, 
however.” 

Col. E. S. Pillsbury, control of- 
ficer for the Farbenindustrie, in- 
formed Nixon that “if and when 
this office obtains information 
which provides a basis for gub- 
stantive charges against these of- 
ficials or any of them, such 
charges will be presented promptly 
to the War Crimes authority or 
to the Counterintelligence Depart- 
ment, according to the nature of 
the accusation.” 

“Unless and until such informa: 
tion is obtained,” Pillsbury said, 
“this office will require the full- 
time services of these officials in 
the preparation of reports needed 
for the accomplishment of objec- 
tives of seizure of Farben prop- 
erty.” 

Wants Key Men Held. 

Nixon, who is awaiting return 
home after his division (the ICEA) 
was split up between the finance 
and economic divisions of the Mili- 
tary Government, replied that 
“there is a duty to place under 
arrest the key men in industry 
and finance until such time as a 
determination of their culpability 
and punishment is made by the 
appropriate authority.” 

He insisted that his department 
had received “pressure from the 
beginning in the form of inquiries 
and expression of views by Army 
officers and Military Government 
officials.” 

“When our questioning was com- 
pleted,” Nixon said, “we were told 
we no longer had the authority to 
hold the industrialists.”

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Courts-Martial System Defended; 
Army to Cut Too-Stiff Sentences 
But Won’t Free Men Wholesale 


5000 of the 35,000 Cases Reviewed So Far 
but No Announcement Made as to Results 
of Clemency Boards’ Study—Charges of 
Harshness ‘Fertile Field for Demagogues.’

A Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29. 


HE Army thinks the brand of justice dispensed by its courts- 


martial is eminently fair, and 


it has “no intention of effecting a 


wholesale jail delivery” of its 35,000 prisoners just because critics 


have declared military justice is unduly harsh. 
Referring to such charges as|the officers on each board are 


“a fertile field for demagogues,” 
Under Secretary of War Kenneth 
C. Royall told the Post-Dispatch: 

“We don’t think people want us 
to release proven criminals, and 
#ve don’t want to set a precedent 
by releasing everyone at the end 
of the war. We do intend to see 
that execessive sentences are re- 
duced, and that sentences are 
equalized.” 

Royall, who holds the rank of 
brigadier general and is a lawyer 
of wide experience, is responsible 
for the functioning of the special 
Army clemency boards, which at 
present are engaged in reviewing 
the case of every soldier sentenced 
by general courts-martial. 

So far about 5000 cases have 
been reviewed, and the complete 
list is expected to be finished by 
mid-summer. About 200 cases are 
handled a day, with the schedule 
to be stepped up to about 300 a 
day by the end of January. 

The Army at present regards as 
confidential policies being worked 
out for reducing sentences and 
setting maximums for offenses. 
There are no figures as yet to 
show how many of the 5000 sol- 
diers had sentences reduced, or by 
what proportion. 

How Cases Are Reviewed. 

The Army clemency setup is as 
follows: 

There is a top board, headed by 
Owen J. Roberts, former Asso- 
ciate Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court, and four subordi- 
nate boards, a number soon*to be 
increased to six. The main board 
sits once a week, its session last- 
ing one to two days. The lesser 
bdards operate five days a week 
and each is expected to handle 50 
cases a day. The cases are pre- 
pared in advance by a staff of 50 
officers and clerks. The top board 
hears cases only often enough to 
set policy for the handling of 
other similar ones. 

Justice Roberts served on the 
Supreme Court from 1930 until 
his resignation several months 
ago. Other members of the top 


board are: 

Austin H. MacCormick, vice 
chairman—A penologist, MacCor- 
mick has been acting as a con- 
sultant to the Under Secretary 
of War for the last year. At the 
time of his appointment, he was 
executive director of the Osborne 
Association, an organization to 
improve standards and procedures 
in the penal and correctional 
field. He served with the Navy 
in the First World War, his prin- 
cipal assignment being executive 
officer of the naval prison at 
Portsmouth, N. H. He was assist- 
ant director of the United States 
Bureau of Prisons from 1929 to 
1933, and from 1934 to 1940 was 
New York City commissioner of 
correction. 

Brig. Gen. Rufus 8. Ramey—A 
graduate of the University of 
Missouri, Gen. Ramey has held 
numerous Army jobs since the 
First World War. He was an 
instructor at the United States 
Cavalry School at Fort Riley, 
Kan., and later became its com- 
mandarnt. He was a member of 
the Missouri National Guard, 
served with the A.E.F., and was 
a member of the War Depart- 
ment general staff from 1940 to 
1942. 

Col. Hubert D. Hoover—A law- 
yer who has been in the Army 
since 1917, Col. Hoover has been 
assigned to the judge advocate 
general's office most of the last 
25 years. His duties with the 
Army have included teaching law 
at the United State Military 
Academy. He was awarded the 
Legion of Merit for service as 
assistant judge advocate general 
in charge of the Mediterranean 
theater bianch. 

Col. Conrad E. Snow—After 
serving in the First World War, 
Col. Snow practiced law in Ro- 
chester, N. H., until 1940, when 
he entered the Army again and 
became director of the legal di- 
vision of the office of the chief 
signal officer. He is a graduate 
of Harvard Law School and holds 
two degrees from Oxford Univer- 
sity, which he attended as a 
Rhodes scholar. One of his du-

Sentences Stiffer in Wartime. 


With regard to the alleged 
harshness of sentences now under 
‘review by these boards, Royall 
‘said that undoubtedly the sen- 
'tences imposed during wartime 
were stiffer than would be ren- 
dered by civil courts. 


“That is because conduct which 
‘would be a triviality in civil life 
and perhaps not punishable at all 
|—desertion, absence without leave, 
for example—may endanger the 
lives of thousands,” Royall said. 

“During the war if a man 
proved that he had the stuff of 
a soldier, he was restored to duty 
without being required to serve 
the remainder of his term. He 
might have received a sentence 
‘of 25 years. If he is not restorable 
‘he still has a chance to get his 
|sentence reduced or remitted on a 
‘yearly clemency review. We have 
iwhat is, in effect, a system of 
‘indeterminate sentence, which we 
ibelieve to be unmatched by any 
civilian courts or institutions.” 

Asked what,*in his opinion, was 
‘the origin of criticism of the 
court-martial system, Royall re- 
plied that the offenses were often 
strange o civilians, “there is 
‘sometimes a feeling of sentimen- 
tality, as opposed to sentiment, 
for the fellow who fought the 
war” and that there is often ex- 
‘citement over cases on which 
final review action has not been 
‘taken. : 

He added that in these. in- 
stances pressure of public opinion 
had no effect on subsequent re- 
ductions of sentence. 


MacCormick, who was present 
at the interview, as were Col. 
Hendrick and Col. Allen, put In at 
‘this point that civilians frequent- 
ly did not note the difference be- 
tween, for example, the theft of 
a pocketknife in civilian life and 
the same theft from a native of 
some country where soldiers were 
billeted or from a soldier’s com- 
rade in barracks.

Defends Courts-Martial Results. 

Royall is of the opinion courts- 
martial reach better practical re- 
sults than the average civilian 
courts. There is in court-martial 
procedure, he said, a minimum of 
technicality and a maximum of 
protection for the accused. The 
officers making up a_ general 
court-martial (not less than five) 
he characterized as similar, but 
superior to a “blue ribbon jury.” 

A recent report of Secretary of 
War Robert P. Patterson stated 
‘that in the last four years about 
60,000 persons were imprisoned 
‘after sentence by general courts- 
‘martial (comparable to civilian 
‘courts handling felonies and capi- 
tal crimes). This, he said, is 
‘equal to one year’s intake of 
‘felony convictions in state and 
\federal prisons. He pointed out 
'that soldiers fall in. the 18 to 40 
age group, which contributes 80 
per cent of the civilian felony 
convictions in peacetime. 

The cases coming before the 
boards are taken up generally in 
chronological order, with priori- 
ties being given stiffest sentences.

Snyder for Bill. 

The story has been  bruited 
around Washington that Snyder 
has only half his heart in the 
Truman-Roosevelt program for so- 
cial and economic reform. It isn’t 
so, but it gained some color of 
veracity when Snyder failed to 
appear as a witness in behalf of 
the administration’s bill to estab- 
lish a minimum wage of 65 cents 
an hour. One of the Washington 
pundits seized on this to write a 
column telling how Snyder had 
sent a memorandum to the Presi- 
dent opposing the bill and asking 
that he be excused from testifying 
before a House committee which 
was considering it. 

There wasn't any such memoran- 
dum, and Snyder has made clear 
to members of Congress that he 
thinks the bill should be enacted. 
It happened, however, that this 
committee hearing came close on 
the heels of several dealing with 
reconversion measures—the full 
employment bill, the unemploy- 
ment compensation bill, housing, 
and others. Snyder had spent a 
good bit of his time on Capitol 
Hill testifying in behalf of these 
bills, and the work piled up at 
1600 Pennsylvania avenue. He 


talked with the committee chair- 


man, who told him the commit- 
tee did not require his testimony, 
and offered to send a _ written 
statement supporting the bill, but 
was told that even this was not 
necessary. 

Snyder’s rise in national politics 
has been a quick jump from rela- 
tive obscurity to prominence. He 
had been a bank liquidator in St. 
Louis, after the collapse of 1932, 
and in 1937 Truman, then Senator, 
got him the job as manager of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion branch in St, Louis. Jesse

Large 
quantities of ore hidden deep in 
the earth have been found by 
underground exploration conduct- 
ed in active mining areas. Geo- 
physical methods have been very 
successful in locating petroleum 
deposits. New findings of con- 
cealed resources by a combina- 
tion of these methods are looked 
for, but we have come to the end 
of the good old days when digging 
for water might produce an oil 
gusher or a gold mine. 


Shutdowns Not Feasible. 


In view of our impending “Have 
Not” position, should we _ shut 
down our mines and preserve the 
scarce resources remaining in the 
ground for future emergencies? 
No! The cost would be too great. 
It would be wasteful, because 
much of the unmined portions of 
developed deposits probably could 
never be recovered after  pro- 
longed shutdowns. The abrupt 
shutdown would strand thousands 
of miners and their families in 
isolated mining areas. Huge cap- 
ital losses would be incurred. For 
these reasons, the proposal does 
not seem to merit serious consid- 
eration. 

Then what can we do? 

Stock piles should be built up, 
for this is one of the surest ways 
of assuring our basic security in 
minerals in time of need. 

A large-scale stockpiling pro- 
gram would provide a reservoir 
into which domestic materials 
might be placed in times of de- 
pression. This would mean that 
the nation would benefit from 
low costs and the miners would 
have employment. 

Such a stockpiling program dur- 
ing the last depression would have 
given us a substantial inventory 
that would have eased greatly the

been “snowed in” at Possum Trot Farm, but the recent 

snow which drifted deep along our road, plus the upgrade 

that runs nearly to the highway, made it fairly legitimate 

this time.

By that time, the dogs come bounding in, covered 

with snow and hungry for breakfast, while Veronica jumps to 

a windowsill, meow-ing to come in where it’s warm. Our day 

starts in the midst of a crowd of hungry animals, but finally 

they are fed and we move a table close to the fireplace for 
our own breakfast.

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IT IS INTERESTING HOW QUICKLY the birds acquire 
new habits. When we started feeding activities four winters 
ago at Possum Trot, we began by putting out scratch feed in 
a single feeder. A lot of birds came in and ate it. But when we 
added peanut butter, raisins, suet and sunflower seed, our 
visitors increased greatly in both numbers and variety. -More- 
over, they learned new tricks. At first many wouldn't try the 
new foods but now, after four seasons, there’s no doubt that 
every bird we have likes peanut butter better than anything 
we offer them. Of course, the woodpeckers, titmice, chicka- 
dees and nuthatches have always been at home, perching on 
the logs which we fill with food. But now I notice that the 
junco, cardinal and even the mocking bird have learned to 
perch on the logs much as the woodpeckers do, using their 
tails to brace and balance themselves. 
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IF THE DAY EVER COMES WHEN I CAN SPEND more 
time at home, we are going to take out a bird-banding license, 
because one of the most intriguing things is to know which 
birds come back each year. Our mocking bird we are fairly 
sure is a repeater which has turned up for the third season. 
And he's a valuable bird, for he won't let a single starling 
light anywhere near the feeders, There's one poor starling 
been hanging about all through this cold weather, but he cer- 
tainly leads a miserable life with the mocking bird after him 
every minute. I’ve already mentioned the junco with the white

They Called Brilliant General 'Old Blood and Guts,’ 
but History's Description of Him Will Be ‘Brains 
and Guts,’ Says Writer Who Served on His Staff 


This is the first of several articles

ISTORY will stamp Gen. 
H ceoree S. Patton Jr. with a 

different label from the eye- 
catching “Old Blood and Guts” 
hung on him by headline-conscious 
reporters.

Less 
colorful, but a great deal more ac- 
curate. 

“Old Blood and Guts” was hot 
copy. Particularly in the spring 
of 1942, when the newsmen origi- 
nated it while covering his tank 
training maneuvers in the vast and 
torrid desert around Needles, Ariz. 


The war was only a few months 
old. Training maneuvers are tough 
on trainees, but they don’t make 
front-page copy. A colorful mili- 
tary figure was urgently needed. 
Patton had color to spare. Also, 
he was an astute psychologist and 
a consummate actor. The situa- 
tion called for dramatics, so he 
dished them out, sizzling and snap- 


py. 

Patton, personally, threw a 
deeper and more comprehensive 
light on his true self in a little in- 
cident that occurred in a naval 
warehouse at Norfolk, Va., just be- 
fore he embarked for the momen- 
tous North African campaign, 
where he first made world history 
as a great combat commander. 

He had summoned his staff, ,all 
veteran cavalrymen whom he had 
personally hand picked, for a few 
words of admonition before they 
boarded the packed transports. 
Patton didn’t say much. He never 
did. But what he said was to the 
point, not only about the great 
adventure they were about to un- 
dertake, but about himself. 

“The newspapers,” he said, “call 
me ‘Old Blood and Guts.’ That’s 
all right; it serves its purpose. It 
makes good reading. But it takes 
more than blood and guts to win 
battles. It takes brains and guts. 

“Remember that, brains and 
guts. No military leader or force 
ever won a battle through brains 
alone, or through guts alone. 
Each is essential for successful 
military operations, but not just 
alone, Alone they are not enough. 
Both qualities must be present. I 
expect you to use both to your ut- 
most capacity at all times. That's 
all, gentlemen.” 


Toelz, in southwest Germany, 

his record of great and historic 
victories proves that in combat 
Patton always displayed brains and 
guts to the utmost. He fought as 
he preached—to the great fortune 
and glory of his country. 

Patton learned early in his mili- 
tary career that it pays to use 
brains and guts. His first lesson 
occurred several days after he re- 
ported for duty as a youthful 
“shatvetail” of cavalry at a small 
Mexican border post in the fall 
of 1909. In those days a second 
lieutenant received the munificent 
salary of $75 a month, and that 
was all, No clothing, rental, ra- 
tions and various other allow- 
ances paid officers now. 

A wealthy man, Patton appeared 
at the post, fresh out of West 
Point, in made-to-order British 
boots and the finest of tailored 
uniforms, Also, a string of 16 
blooded polo ponies. 

Two days after his arrival, Pat- 
ton was summoned before the post 
commander, a hard-bitten old cav- 
alry colonel who had fought In- 
dians on the Western plains be- 
fore Patton was born. 

“Mr. Patton,” barked the Colo- 
nel, “did you bring those 16 polo 
ponies with you?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Those horses belong 
personally.” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Then get them the hell off of 
this post—by tomorrow noon.” 

“Yes, Sir,” replied Patton, salut- 
ing smartly, about facing briskly 
and walking out. 

Patton’s lavish string of fancy 
polo ponies was off the post, as 
ordered, by noon the following 
day. He obeyed the order to the 
letter, as he obeyed orders 
throughout his military career 
and required others to obey 
them, But his horses were han- 
dily within reach. 

If it had been the old Colonel’s 
intention to frighten Patton out 
of playing his beloved polo on 
trained blooded ponies, the Colonel 
had another thought coming. Pat- 
ton didn’t scare and he didn’t ship 
his horses home. Instead, he used 
brains and guts. 

He rode out to a ranch; a few 
miles from the post, and ar- 
ranged for the stabling and care 
of his horseg there. It cost him a 
great deal more than it would 
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to you, 


have on the post. But the money 
was of no consequence to Patton. 
He had plenty of money, but his 
were the only thoroughbred polo 
ponies in the area. 

So, thereafter, as long as he was 
stationed at that post, Patton 
played polo mounted on crack 
ponies, The old Colonel couldn't 
deny him that, much as he didn't 
like it. But it took brain& and 
guts to outwit him, 


Patton laughingly recalled the 
incident one day at the height of 
the fierce struggle to hold em- 
battled Bastogne against the on- 
rushing German panzer hordes. 
The situation was very tense and 
critical. The Third Army was 
rushing furiously to the north 
from its positions in the Moselle 
Valley, but its full strength had 
not yet arrived. Patton’s staff 
was worried and gloomy. But he 
was cheerful and buoyant. 

“All you've got to use,” he said, 
“is brains and guts. That wins 
polo games and it wins battles. 
We've got plenty of brains and 
we've got plenty of guts. There’s 
nothing to it. We'll lick those 
damn Germans hands down.” 

And that is exactly what he did. 

Gen. Patton, strangely, assumed 
and lost command of his beloved 
Third United States Army under 
very similar circumstances, Fate 
dealt him many strange hands in 
his 60 active and history-making 
years, but none more so than on 
these two occasions separated by 
18 months time and many epochal 
triumphs. 

Both events occurred when he 
was under a cloud of official re- 
proval. When he took over com- 
mand of the Third Army, in @ 8e- 
cret little ceremony in the heart 
of the British Midlands in March, 
1944, he was still nominally in the 
dog-house over the so-called “slap- 
ping” incident. 

And when he was removed from 
command of his conquering army 
in Bad Toelz, Germany, in Octo- 
ber, 1945, he was again in the 
shadows because of his “Repub- 
licans-Democrats” witticism anent 
Nazi officeholders. 

However, while peculiarly simi- 
lar in this respect, the two events 
different widely in another. Pat- 
ton departed as commanding gen- 
eral of the Third Army in a storm 
of worldwide controversy. He 
took over command of the army 
in the most closely guarded se- 
crecy. In fact, his assignment was 
so secret that the Third Army 
staff (HQ. Third U. 8S. Army) was 
the last to learn about it official- 
ly. 
vit is one of the strange untold 
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stories of the war. When the main 
body of HQ, Third Army, en- 
trained at San Antonio, Tex., in 
February, 1944, for shipment to the 
United Kingdom, the commanding 
general was Lt. Gen. Courtney 
Hodges. He had taken over com- 
mand exactly one year previously, 
after Lt. Gen. Walter Krueger, its 
original commanding general, had 
been sent to the Pacific to com- 
mand the Sixth United States 
Army under MacArthur. 

Hodges did not entrain with his 
staff, but this was not unusual, 
The staff was to cross the Atlantic 
by transport, and it was taken for 
granted that Hodges would be 
flown over to join an advance 
echelon which had departed a 
month before. This belief was 
further confirmed by the pres- 
ence with the main party of 
Hodges’ chief of staff. 

Headquarters, Third United 
States Army traveled to its post, 
Camp Shanks, N. Y., by a mean- 
dering and circuitous route over a 
large part of the United States as 
a counter-intelligence measure to 
mask its movements. At the post, 
the staff found Hodges’ baggage 
stacked with its own. That fur- 
ther lulled any suspicions that 
may have arisen. But one small 
give-away slip in the elaborate se- 
crecy screen occurred at the post. 
In the mail for the staff turned 
over by the postmaster to the 
headquarters commandant, the 
latter found a letter addressed, 
“Lt. General George S. Patton Jr., 
CG Third U.S. Army APO 430 
Postmaster, N.Y.” This was the 
Third Army’s official overseas ad- 
dress. It also was eye-popping 
news. 

The letter bore the return ad- 
dress of Mrs. George S. Patton, 
Jr. The Headquarters Comman- 
dant excitedly took the letter to 
Hodges’ Chief of Staff. Whatever 
he may have felt and thought, he 


* kept to himself, being an old sold- 
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ier. But it was obvious that Pat- 
ton was the new C.G. Hodges was 
And if Hodges was out,*so 
was his Chief of Staff. For Pat- 
ton had the reputation of picking

‘ Staff and Senior Staff Chiefs. 
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ODGES’ Chief of Staff en- 

joined the strictest secrecy re- 

garding the letter on the 
Headquarters Commandant. The 
secret was meticulously kept and 
the personnel of HK Third United 
States Army arrived in the U.K. 
still unaware that it had a new 
Commanding General, 

It continued unaware of that 
fact for weeks, until it arrived at 
the Third Army’s Command post 
in Knutsford, a pleasant little town 
in the English Midlands. There 
the staff found the advance eche- 
lon already busy at work on in- 
vasion planning under Patton and 
a small group of African and 
Sicilian veterans that he had 
brought with him from Palermo. 

Patton lost no time in inform- 
ing the new arrivals that he was 
their new commander and what he 
expected of them. 

The day after they were billeted, 
every officer and enlisted man was 
assembled in front of the great old 
manor house, that was his person- 
al headquarters. It was a raw, 
gloomy, early spring day. Patton 
stood on the wide manor steps 
facing the staff, On his left he 


was flanked by Brig. Gen. “Hap” 
Guy, his chief of staff, and on the 
right by Willie, his pugnacious 
looking bull-terrier. 

Patton was dressed in a hand- 
some tight-fitting, brass-buttoned 
battle jacket, the first the staff 
had seen, pink whipcord riding 
breeches, and gleaming high- 
topped riding boots with spurs. In 
his hand he carried a long hand- 
tooled riding crop. 

Patton’s talk to the staff was 
short, afd very characteristic, “I 
have been given command of the 
Third Army for reasons which will 
become clearer later,” he said. 

(This remark referred to the 
Overlord invasion plan, under 
which the Third Army was to act 
as a threat against the powerful 
German forces concentrated in 
Belgium and Holland, and thus 
keep them from being employed as 
reinforcements against the Nor- 
mandy Beachhead. This plan 
worked very successfully.) 

“You made an outstanding repu- 
tation as an able and hard work- 
ing staff under my predecessor, I 
have no doubt that you will per- 
form the same way for me,” he 
went on. “You are now in an 
active theater of war. Ahead of 
you lies battle. That means just 
one thing. You can’t afford to 
be a damned fool, because in 
battle damned fools mean dead 
men. It is inevitable for men to 
be killed and wounded in battle, 
and there is no reason why such 
losses should be@increased by in- 
competence or carelessness. I 
never permit either on my staff. 

“There are three reasons why 
we are fighting in this war. The 
first is because we are determined 
to preserve our traditional liber- 
ties. The second is to defeat and 
crush the Nazis, who would de- 
stroy our liberties. The third is 
because men like to fight and 
always will fight. 

“Some sophists and other crack- 
pots deny that. They are damned 
fools, or cowards, oy both. Men 
like to fight, they always have 
and they always will. If you 


don’t like to fight then I don't 
want you around here, You 
better get out now before I kick 
you out later on. That’s all, 
gentlemen, and good luck.” 
wee ee 
EPTEMBER 25, 1944, was the 
‘ blackest day in the life of Gen. 
Patton. Ever a stormy petrel, 
he had quite a few dark days in 
his 36-year military career. But 
September 25, 1944, was the black- 
est of them all. On that day he 
sustained his only defeat as a 
battle commander. : 
It was not a defeat at the hands 
of the enemy. (Patton was never 


“defeated in combat in the field). 


It was not a defeat that can be 
found in the annals of the war in 
the ETO. But to Patton, person- 
ally, it was a defeat as real and . 
bitter as if he had been smashed 
by the enemy. 

On this day Patton’s conquering 
Third Army, which under his 
flaming leadership had slashed 
across the entire length of France 
in seven weeks and, with ever- 
mounting fury and momentum, 
was on the verge of repeating 
this fabulous .epic through the 
heart of Germany, was abruptly 
halted and sat down. 

Patton was check-reined by or- 
ders from higher authority. The 
official explanation for this action 
was, and has remained, lack of 
gasoline and ammunition. 

A passionate soldier who be- 
lieved in explicit obedience to or- 
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ders, Patton, of course, grounded 
his astounded army when told to 
do so. But neither he nor it ever 
got over the crushing experience. 


Historians doubtless will argue 
heatedly over what would have 
happened if Patton had not been 
unhitched and had been allowed 
to rage “up the enemy’s rear 
end,” as he once so0 graphically 
expressed it. He and the Third 
Army had not the slightest doubt 
about the matter. They were ab- 
solutely convinced they would 
have defeated the Nazis and won 
the war by December, 1944. 


These were the reasons for their 
belief: 

From August 1, when the Third 
Army officially became _ opera- 
tional, to September 25, it overran 
all of Brittany, all of central 
France and its advanced armored 
spearheads were hot in pursuit of 
the remnants of routed German 
armies fleeing chaotically across 
the German border. In these mete- 
oric seven weeks, the Third Army 
captured over 120,000 prisoners, 
killed an estimated 30,000, wound- 
ed an estimated 90,000, destroyed 
hundreds of tanks and thousands 
of motor vehicles, and captured 
stupendous stores of food, guns, 
munitions, clothing and other 
equipment. 

This unparalleled record was ac- 
complished at a cost of 4455 killed, 
22,157 wounded and 4599 missing 
in action. 

On September 17, the Third 
Army’s Twentieth Corps, consist- 
ing of the Seventh Armored and 
Fifth and Ninetieth Infantry Di- 
visions, launched a coordinated at-

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tack to capture Metz, the last or 
ganized Nazi stronghold west of 
the German border. By September 

19, strategic Thionville was being 
contained; on the Twentieth Coin- 
sur-Seille, another key point was 
taken, and the main German 

forces in Metz had begun to with- 

draw. Metz’s capture in a few 
days, at the most, was certain, 
ss 2-3 

ATTON had his plans prepared 
P in detail for the sweep through 

Germany, With Metz as 
its base, the Third Army was to 
assault the Siegfried Line on the 
heels of the disorganized Germans 
rushing into it. That is, the Third 

Army was to go through the hine 
right on top of the Germans and 

before they could man its massive 
defensive positions. That would 
have meant only one thing — @ 
speedy breach in the line. 

For this breakthrough Patton 
had in reserve his two crack 
armored sledgehammers, the 
Fourth and Sixth Armored Divi- 
sions of imperishable fame. These 
two Nazi terrors were to roar 
through the breach, whose shoulk 
ders would be widened and se 
cured by veteran infantry. 

Other armor was to pour into 
the Palatinate and race for the 
Rhine less than a hundred miles 
distant. It would be the epochal 
sweep through France all over 
again. Another history-making 
wide end run by Patton. And as 
in France it couldn't fail. Victory 
was certain. 

Patton knew, as he did when he 
overran Brittany in a week, that 
there were no German forces of 
any consequence in the Palatinate, 
also that the Germans had no de 
fenses and no forces in position 
on the east bank of Rhine that 
could have stopped him. He would 
have smashed across the river as 
he did the Seine in France, and 
with the same victorious results. 

As he vividly and jubilantly ex- 
pressed it to his staff, in a war 
council on the plan, “We'll tear 
up their rear ends so damned hot 
and fast that we'll rip ’em wide 
open. They'll never be able to 
recover again. We'll be in Berlin 
before they know what’s happened 
to them.” 

Patton did rip the Germans 
wide open exactly that way, but 
not in 1944. He did it six months 
later in March, 1945, by a long 
and gruelling route that was not 
of his making but which added 
new luster to his name. He had 
to win the Battle of the Bulge 
before he could play his momen- 
tous role in winning the Battle of 
Germany. 

Because in September, 
when he had that goal

Nor 
have the kiddies been forgot- 
ten; many of the sketches of 
dream kitchens include playing 
space, in some cases a ping- 
pong table or other game de- 
vices. 
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The kitchen, in other words, 
has been metamorphosized 
from a mere scrubbing and 
stewing center, an efficient 
workroom here you craftily 
mold your tempting tasty soy- 
bean loaf, assemble your nu- 
tritiously cooked carrots and 
peas, and a decorative sugar- 
less dessert, and—later in the 
evening—scrape the remains of 
the uneaten soybean loaf and 
sugariess dessert intb an old 
pie tin reserved for the pur- 
pose, 

Instead of this, the kitchen 
of tomorrow will combine all 
the more formidable features of 
a game room, a den, a cera- 
mics exhibit, and Teentown. 
Every up-to-date housewife will 
beat her gums and her husband 
until she has acquired a 
kitchen with all glass walls, 
one of them equipped with 
open shelves for dishes, an- 
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other with notched shelves for 
plastic pots, a rack of carving 
knives, one of which may 
work, a combination 16-waffle 
grifl and sandwich toaster with 
built-in milk shake mixer, 
orange juicer, and radish rose 
cutter on the side, a snack bar, 
radio-record player, hair dryer, 
desk with adding machine and 
file cabinet, plant rack, aquar- 
ium, dart board, checker table, 
and the aforementioned fire- 


place. 
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Being the undemanding type 
all we have ever yearned for in 
our dream kitchen is an elec- 
tric dishwasher, or a human 
one, a large self-cleaning table, 
a stove with 18 burners instead 
of the meager three or four, a 
hotel-size refrigerator, and a 
door with lock and bolt operat- 
ed by an electric eye whenever 
helpful guests approach to ask, 
“Anything I can do?” just as 
you're scraping the singed 
edges from the entree, or hast- 
ily dragging the dog off the 
table. 

It is this thought of the usual 
merry hum of activity arqund 
meal-fixing time at our house 
that causes us to rebel against 
this recentralization of the fam- 
ily in the kitchen. In our mind’s 
eye we can see how it would 
work out. Projecting ourself 
into the future we can visualize 
it all... , . It is a fine evening, 
and the neighbors, just a stone’s 
throw away, may be. seen 
throwing stones like mad, try- 
ing to chink the glass walls to 
detect the cause of the com- 
motion that -even postwar 
soundproof ceilings fail to muf- 
fle. Finally Junior’s toy atom- 
splitter does the trick and as 
the smoke clears, a _ horrible 
scene meets their eyes. 


Plastic pots and pans, jerked 
from their neat hooks, are be- 
ing hurled through the air in 
prewar fashion. A rolling pin, 
definitely old hat, has appar- 
ently left an open wound on 
father’s head. The kiddies are 
cowering beneath the game 
table as kiddies do only when 
there is a first class domestic 
conflagration. In the midst of 
the group, wielding the fire 
tongs is mother. The fire on 
all sides may be coming from 
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the tongs or from her eyes. 
Any amateur sleuth could re 
construct the plot. 

It all started with mother 
saying to father as he sat at 
the fireplace, “Here, open this 
jar of olives.” (No postwar im- 
provement on this problem.) 

“Ooflubyff,” said father, in- 
telligibly as usual, as he 
scanned the _ sports pages.

Reared Among the Miners, Woman Physician Is Making

FORCE, RBa., Dec. 29. 


S the miners from here and 
Azezry Hollywood and Byrne- 

dale meet at the bar of the 
unpainted, drab, rambling old 
Force Hotel these winter evenings, 
they talk of the better days to 
come. 

They talk about having such 
commonplace things — to city 
dwellers — as decent drinking 
water, painted houses and an end 
to the ankle-deep mud in the 
village streets. 


They don’t expect all of those 
things to materialize right away. 
They know they won’t. But they 
do know they have a. better 
chance of getting them now than 
they had last July. 


There is one person primarily 
responsible for the new outlook 
these men and their families have. 
She is a 33-year-old blond, deter- 
mined woman with whom many 
of the miners went to school and 
who knows their problems be- 
cause she has lived with those 
problems. 

She is Dr. Betty Hayes. Prac- 
tically unknown outside of the 
Bennett’s Branch Valley five 
months ago, her name has been 
on front-pages from _ coast-to- 
coast since then. Magazine ar- 
ticles have been written about 
her. The Pennsylvania Medical 
Society has praised her for her 
work, and a Federal Judge has 
commended her highly for her 
determined fight to better the lot 
of the miners. 


Dr. Betty wasn’t seeking the 
publicity nor the commendation. 
In fact, she fought against person- 
al publicity because she insisted 
it didn’t square with the ethics 
of the medical profession. But 
when she realized that it brought 
the miners’ plight to public light, 
she accepted it. 

Dr. Betty’s story in this mining 
community begins in 1918. Her 
father, Dr. Leo Z. Hayes, was 
“company doctor” for the Shaw- 
mut Mining Co. He held that 
job in Conifer, Pa., where Shaw- 
mut had a mine, when Betty was 
born in 1912. In 1918, he was 
transferred to Force and _ the 
company moved him into a fairly 
large house on the slope above 
the muddy dirt road which winds 
through the village. 


So Betty grew up with the men 
who are miners today and the 
girls who are now their wives. 
She made hundreds of trips with 
her father as he drove through 
the valley visiting his patients. 
The things she learned from him 
Made a deep and lasting impres- 
sion, 

In the years that followed, Betty 
left Force for Temple University 
in Philadelphia, where she re- 
ceived her medical degree in 
1936. After brief service at the 
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DR. HAYES

Grenfell Mission in Labrador, she 
took up practice in Kingston, Pa. 

Her father became ill in 1942 
and his son and four daughters, 
all either doctors or in allied pro- 
fessions, were called home. Dr, 
Hayes, who had worked for Shaw- 
mut for 39 years, realized full well 
that the. end of his service was 
near, Dr. Betty recalls clearly 
the conversation at her father’s 
bedside. 


“He asked us to remember that 
we were educated by these peo- 
ple,” she said. “He told us not 
to let the miners and their fami- 
lies down. He asked that one of 
us come back to stay until an- 
other doctor could be found. I 
was the youngest and I came 
back to live with my mother after 
his death. 


“I know these people. I’ve al- 
ways known them. I was reared 
with them and went to school 
with them. I don’t live exclusive- 
ly from them, I live with them.” 


And she has lived with them, 
But she didn’t like the way they 
had to live. Her medical knowl- 
edge rebelled against acceptance 
of privy-contaminated wells, of 
drab, dirty, unpainted houses, of 
muddy streets, of oil lamps. But 
it was the water that worried her 
most. She feared what an epi- 
demic of typhoid would do to the 
people of Bennett's Branch Val- 
ley. 

Last July, she laid down her 
ultimatum before the officials of 
the mining company. It was: 
Either clean up the towns and 
the filthy wells or she would re- 
sign. 


The company was brief and 
brusque. Company officials said 
flatly that they had no money to 
do anything about the wells or 


anything else. They accepted her 
resignation on the spot. 

That left the 350 miners without 
a company doctor—a violation of 
their contract. They struck, not 
to get just another company doc- 
tor, but, to get Dr. Betty back 
and at her terms—a clean-up of 
the mining villages. They felt 
they were entitled to a doctor of 
their own choosing, as the money 
to pay her was deducted from 
their pay envelopes each pay day 
—75 cents a month for single men 
and twice that for miners with 
families. There was also the fact 
that, while the company had de- 
ducted the “doctor’s pay,” it did 
not pay her regularly nor in full. 

Soon after the strike began, the 
State Department of Health made 
an examination of the wells in 
Force, More than half were found 
contaminated. 


* a * 
Under pressure, the company 
made a few minor repairs at the 
contaminated wells. Several were 
condemned outright by the State. 
All water had to be boiled. But 
the fight was on now. The miners 
wanted pure water and they were 
willing to help to pay or work to 
get it. A public water company 
was only three miles away and 
the miners were willing to do 
their part in laying the lines. The 
company came back again with a 
flat no. It didn’t have any money 
for such things. 


At the strikers’ meeting, Dr. 
Betty told the men she would 
stick by them if they’ stuck by 
their guns. She said she would 
stay in the valley and tend to 
them just as she had in the past. 
They agreed. Driving her car 
from early morning to late at 
night, she continued daily, seven

But the company officials were 
right when they said they didn’t 
have any money for repairs. A 
look at records in Federal Court 
in Pittsburgh showed that the 
mining company was a subsidiary 
of the Pittsburgh, Shawmut & 
Northern Railroad. More inter- 
esting was the disclosure that the 
railroad and itg subsidiary had 
been in receivership for 40 years 
—the oldest receivership in this 
country. It was also disclosed 
that under John D. Dickson of 
Wellsville, N. Y.,» who had been 
receiver since 1923, the companies 
had gone further and further into 
the red. 

This information came from a 
suit filed in 1943 by holders of 
Receivers’ Certificates, seeking 
an accounting. Receiver Dick- 
son's reply to that suit gave the 
information on the indebtedness, 
Action on the suit had been post- 
poned “until after the war.” 


Developments now came fast. 
Attorney General Tom C. Clark 
stepped in and Federal Judge Guy 
K. Bard was assigned to conduct 
an investigation of the receiver- 
ship. Federal accountants went to 
the company and checked the 
books. 


Their report showed the _ re- 
ceivership owed $59,000,000 and 
had book assets of $29,000,000. 
That mean $30,000,000 in the red 
if the book value of the assets 
was accepted, which they weren't. 

Dickson was ordered to appear 
before Judge Bard to answer a 
new petition asking his removal. 
But before the date of the hear- 
ing, high company officials—not 
including Dickson—took action 
which angered the miners more 
than anything they had done. 

They went to the company- 
owned ho we ng Dr, Betty had 
lived and ch she was then 
using as an : oles They moved 
out all her furfiiture and personal 
belongings, put her medicines and 
medical equipment in the middle 
of a table in the dining room and

- A few days later, Judge Bard 
held the hearing on the petition 
to oust Dickson. Dr. Betty was 
in court at the judge's invitation. 
She told of the conditions in 
Force and the other mining towns. 
She told of the futile efforts made 
to get the company to do some- 
thing. Judge Bard had seen for 
himself, having made two trips 
here.

The result was that Dickson 
was removed from his $15,000-a- 
year job and two successors were 
appointed. They are Thomas C. 
Buchanan, former member of the 
State Public Utility Commission, 
and Robert C. Sproul, a Pitts- 
burgh accountant. By court order 
their combined salaries can not 
exceed the amount Dickson drew. 

With Dr. Betty sitting in, the 
miners met the new receivers 
here in Force. Until they had a 
chance to find out just how bad 
things were, the receivers asked 
the men to have patience, but to 
return to the pits. Get things go- 
ing again, they urged. Dr. Betty 
advised them to agree. 

The men are now working, with 
the understanding that something 
will be done to clean up the dirty 
villages and to purify the water. 
No one can tell yet whether the 
receivers will be-able to continue 
to onerate—whether the whole 
set-up is or isn’t beyond salva- 
tion. 

But Dr. Betty is back In the 
house from which she was ousted 
and the men are mining coal 
again. She is highly pleased with 
the resolution passed by the 
Board of Trustees of the Medical 
Society of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania. It praised her for “her 
untiring and unselfish efforts to 
make her community a better and 
healthier one.” 

And Dr. Betty gets real 
faction also from the words of 
gratitude she hears from. the 
miners, their wives and children. 

But even more gratifying is her 
realization that she has met her 
dying father’s request “not to let 
these people down.”

HROUGH the offices of Yehu- 
Ta Menuhin, the case of Wil- 

helm Furtwaengler, Germany’s 
most famous conductor, has again 
been brought to the attention of 
the musical public of the United 
States. It is Menuhin’s contention 
that Furtwaengler has been the 
innocent victim of circumstances; 
that he was never a Nazi, that he 
protested against the racial doc- 
trines that the Nazis applied to 
the musical life of Germany, and 
that to visit the sins of the Nazi 
regime upon his head is in itself 
a form of bigotry. 

To understand the Furtwaengler 
case, it is necessary to review the 
circumstances of his association 
with the Nazi regime. It is quite 
true that he was never a member 
of the Nazi party and it is equally 
true that he expressed an acute 
distress when it became necessary 
for him to discriminate against 
Jewish musicians and Jewish com- 
posers, Nevertheless, the Berlin 
Philharmonic Orchestra, over 
which he presided, was finally 
purged of all its Jewish members, 
and the program of ai concert 
which Furtwaengler was directing 
in Budapest was changed at the 
last moment because Furtwaengler 
had originally included therein a 
composition by Mendelssohn,

AFTER HAVING BEEN put in 
his place by the new masters of 
German culture, Furtwaengler had 
several choices open to him. He 
could have stayed in Germany and 
defied the Nazis opefily. Or he 
could have stayed in Germany and 
dropped out of the musical life of 
the nation. Or he could have left 
the country. 

To be sure, as Menuhin points 
out, Furtwaengler was a German 
- national and one does not readily 
forsake his homeland. Nor can a 
man be blamed for not sacrificing 
his life in making a futile gesture 
of moral disapproval. In the circum- 
stances, however, Furtwaengler 
would not have been guilty of the 
slightest disloyalty to the Ger- 
many that he knew and loved, if 
he had gone into exile. Certainly 
his cultural ties with Germany 
were not stronger than those of 
Thomas Mann. And certainly he 
Was no more closely associated 
with the artistic life of Germany 
than Toscanini had been with that 
of Italy. Moreover, his reputation 
throughout the world was such 
that he could have continued to 
practice his profession in any one 
of several countries. 


x* * * 


WITH ALL OF THESE choices 
open to him, Furtwaengler not 
only remained in Germany but, 
after the briefest possible hesita- 
tion, accepted all of the honors 
that the Nazi regime cared to be- 
stow upon him. He became a 
counselor of state. He conducted 
premieres at the Berlin Opera and 
he presided over musical events at 
the monster party rallies i 
Nuernberg. In brief he swallowe 
every moral scruple and did the 
bidding of his masters. 


In these circumstances, it is no 
defense to say that Furtwaengler 
was a-political. His record would 
have been more to his credit if he 
had actually believed in the Nazi 
doctrines. Then at least, his ac- 
tions would have been consistent. 
As it was, he pretended that an 
artist should not be moved by po- 
litical considerations and at, the 
same time, allowed himself to be 
used as freely as if he had been a 
professed artistic gauleiter. 

Now it seems that Furtwaengler 
has at last become an exile, In 
the early part of this year, when 
Germany's doom was so plain that 
even Himmler could foretell that 
the end was near, Furtwaengler 
escaped to Switzerland, where, ac- 
cording to his own statement, he 
is now engaged in writing a sym- 
phony.

IN MAKING HIS. defense of 
Furtwaengler, Menuhin .did not 
o so far as to say that he should 
e welcomed back to America. 
What he did ask was that the 
bitter judgment which the non- 
German world has passed upon 
Furtwaengler should be tempered. 
Even this is too much to ask. 
If Furtwaengler is debarred from 
his profession for all time, it is a 
penalty which he openly incurred 
and against which he cannot now 
appeal. 

It is highly unlikely that any 
American manager would ever 
have the temerity to invite Furt- 
waengler to this country again. 
But if it should happen, now or 
later, it is unthinkable that the 
public or the federal authorities 
would allow him to enter the 
country. It would be equally un- 
thinkable to plead in his behalf 
that art has no connection with 
politics. One may argue perhaps 
that art should have no connec- 
tion with politics. It is an argu- 
ment that Furtwaengler himself 
might have advanced when the 
Nazis were taking him over. If 
he had done so, Menuhin would 
not now be alone in sponsoring 
his cause. Every artist in Ameri- 
ca would be espousing it.

Gertrude Lawrence as 
A Shavian Guttersnipe

NEW YORK, Dec. 29 (AP) 
ISKING possible charges of treason to the legitimate stage, 
R: must repurt that I found the movie version of George 
Bernard Shaw’s “Pygmalion” a decidedly superior entertain- 
ment to the stage revival which arrived this week at the Ethel 
Barrymore Theater, 

Gertrude Lawrence is starred in the 
role which Wendy Hiller enacted de- 
lightfully in the picture version. She 
is somewhat less than I—and, I’m 
fairly certain, George Benard Shaw, 
would prefer in the role of the gutter- 
snipe flower girl who is turned into 
a lady of fashion and style by a pro- 
fessor of phonetics. 

Miss Lawrence is a very stylish lady 
herself. In a fashionable tour de force 
of Park avenue or Mayfair sophistica- 
tion such as “Lady In The Dark,” ‘she 
was superb. But her talents don’t 
measure up, or I might say down, to 
the requirements of the Shavian romp. 

To begin with, she doesn’t seem to be able to project a squalid 
little dirty face in the prologue and first act. From the eighth 
row I wasn't able to detect even a single smudge and most cer- 
tainly the part called for it. That’s an exception a handful of 
soot can correct. But a handful of talent won't supply the sort 
of deep thespic probity which Miss Lawrence has exercised in 
other plays and which she seems not to manage for the require- 
ments of the early guttersnipe sequences. She manages rather a 
portrait of a talented parlor charades player who puts on a 
ridiculous lady's hat and takes a 10-minute whirl at the part.

RAYMOND MASSEY’S PROFESSOR also comes off a bit 
on the negative side. Actually, I am certain that while Mr. 
Massey’s acting talents are without need of question, his fitness 
for the present role might be a matter of minor argument, In 
-his usual-mannered style, he loses much of the feeling or romance 
which exudes from the role despite Shaw’s amiably belligerent 
approach. 

Do not mistake this for a rap at the entire production. Aside 
from these possibly negligible exceptions, I must emphasize that 
“Pygmalion,” as produced by “Theater Incorporated,” a new rep- 
ertory venture, is a highly suitable addition to the season’s cul- 
ture and good fun. Melvilie Cooper’s broad good humor helps 
measurably und Cecil Humphrey’s right-as-rain Colonel Pickering 
is in the correct Shavian groove. The settings are admirable, 
particularly the charming prologue on the portico of St. Paul’s 
Church, Covent Garden. It is highly effective and quite com- 
plete, right down to a taxicab which works. Best of all, how- 
ever, Shaw’s merry comedy stands up sturdily as a sprightly 
literary romp. I wouldn’t have missed it for darn near anything.

REATION of'a new flag is a historical event and two Missourians, 
President Harry S. Truman and Commander Clark McAdams 
Clifford, U. S. N. R., former St. Louis lawyer now a White House 

naval aide, had a large part in designing the new presidential colors. 
They will be displayed wherever the Commander in Chief is present 
in his official capacity. 

The new flag corrects two embarrassments, one heraldic, the other 
of military protocol. 

The heraldic breach of the old presidential seal and flag was that 
the eagle faced its own left, a gesture of illegitimacy or away from the 
point of honor. In the new emblem the eagle is turned to the right, to 
the staff or honor side so that it is looking toward the enemy while 
carried in hattle. 

Protocol demanded that the old presidential four-star flag be 
abandoned after Congress authorized five-star rank for Admirals of 
the Fleet and Generals of the Army, who are entitled to have their 
insignia on their flags. It was obviously improper for the Commander 
in Chief to have one less star than his subordinates. 

The five-star rank caused President Roosevelt, an amateur herald-

ist, to order a new flag. By coincidence, he had an assignment from 
President Wilson in 1916, when he was Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, to draw up the specifications for the old flag. At that time he 
worked with Commander Byron McCandless, another amateur, and it 
was natural for him to ask McCandless, now a commodore, to design 
new colors. - 

McCandless, Commandant of the Naval Repair Base at San Diego, 
submitted several different sketches which arrived at the White House 
after President Roosevelt's death. Truman became interested in the 
flag idea and assigned Commander Clifford to supervise the work. Of 
the ideas McCandless submitted, the President was most favorably 
impressed by the-proposal for 48 stars around the coat of arms. 

But the White House had reckoned without the true heraldic ex- 
pert. The Navy found it had no such official and called on the Army 
for help. The answer was Arthur E..DuBois, chief of the Heraldic 
Section of the Quartermaster Office. Several years before DuBois had 


written a history of the seal, flags and colors of the President and he 
welcomed the opportunity to make use of his studies. 

He reported large blank spaces in the information available about 
the presidential emblem. For instance, there is no known legal basis 
for the coat of arms and seal used by presidents since 1880, and no 
known reason why the first seal, used by President Hayes, was ap- 
parently an erroneous rendering of the Great Seal of the United States, 
which has the eagle properly facing to its right. 

President Truman ordered the turning of the eagle’s head. This 
not only removed the sinister implication but also faced the eagle 
toward the olive branches of peace held in its right talon instead of 
to the arrows in its left talon, the e symbol of war. 

The symbolism of 13 continued in the new flag as in the Great 
Seal. The olive branches have 13 leaves and 13 berries; there are 13 
arrows; 13 stripes on the shield; 13 stars above the head of the eagle 
and 13 cloud puffs. 

For the benefit of the uninitiated, DuBois explained that the blue 
in the shield above the red and white stripes represents Congress 
joining the 13 original colonies into one entity.
